Annual  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough: 

According  to  well-orclered  custom  and  the  by-laws  of 
the  town,  we  submit  for  your  careful  consideration  the 
reports  of  the  various  town  officers  in  the  several  depart- 
ments. As  a board  of  selectmen  we  wish  to  congratu- 
late the  town  upon  its  continued  increase  in  prosperity, 
population  and  wealth.  According  to  the  local  census 
we  are  now  a town  of  nearly  17,000  people,  and  have  an 
assessed  valuation  of  nearly  $17,000,000. 

We  deem  it  of  sufficient  importance  to  spend  a mo- 
ment in  retrospection  and  call  to  your  attention  a few 
facts  and  figures  ta'ken  from  the  report  of  the  year  1900, 
just  ten  years  ago.  At  that  time  our  valuation  was 
$7,086,790.  On  May  1st  the  assessed  valuation  for  the 
year  1910  was  $16,896,725,  showing  an  increase  of 
$9,809,935,  or  nearly  $1,000,000  per  year.  We  consider 
this  a remarkable  and  substantial  growth. 

Again,  the  report  for  1900  states  there  were  3,086  polls 
assessed.  We  are  pleased  to  report  4,940  polls  assessed 
in  1910,  an  actual  increase  of  over  60  per  cent,  in  a de- 
cade, in  numbers  1,854.  The  tax  rate  in  1900  was  $17*30 
and  for  the  year  1910  it  was  $16.50  per  thousand,  which 
we  do  not  consider  excessive  when  we  take  into  consid- 
eration what  we  receive  for  our  money,  namely — good 
schools,  an  excellent  fire  department  and  water  service, 
good  streets,  well  kept  and  well  lighted ; the  poor  and 
unfortunate  in  the  community  well  cared  for ; the  public 
library  well  maintained ; the  Board  of  Health  doing  many 
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things  for  the  welfare  of  those  who  are  unfortunately 
stricken  with  contagious  diseases ; a small  but  efficient 
police  department  and  many  other  things.  • 

When  we  take  these  blessings  and  splendid  privileges 
into  consideration,  we  know  of  no  town  in  the  Common- 
wealth that  is  getting  more  for  its  money  than  Attle- 
borough. During  the  year  1910  the  departments  as  a 
whole  have  been  able  to  live  within  appropriations  made 
last  March,  and  to  pay  some  unusual  bills  without  requir- 
ing special  appropriations.  The  Selectmen  have  settled 
three  lawsuits  where  action  against  the  town  had  actu- 
ally begun  on  account  of  street  changes.  The  most  im- 
portant was  the  Hanna  case  on  Capron  street.  In  this 
case  the  Selectmen  settled  for  exactly  the  sum  offered 
the  plaintiffs  some  two  years  ago,  but  which  was  refused 
at  that  time. 

We  also  paid  the  expenses  arising  from  the  so-called 
Gingras  case,  the  jury  awarding  no-damage.  We  settled 
out  of  court  another  small  case.  The  town  has  been  ex- 
ceedingly fortunate  in  keeping  out  of  law.  The  Select- 
men have  done  their  best  to  safeguard  the  interests  of 
the  town  in  every  way  and  get  a dollar’s  worth  for  every 
dollar  expended. 

Unexpended  Balance  $2,200. 

For  the  general  appropriations  we  are  able  to  report 
an  unexpended  balance  of  about  $2,200,  which  will  revert 
back  into  the  treasury.  We  have  made  our  recommen- 
dations for  the  year  1911  as  small  as  we  consider  consist- 
ent with  good  judgment.  In  some  instances  a small  in- 
crease is  asked  for,  namely  in  the  current  and  incidental 
- appropriation,  police  and  street  lighting  and  laying  the 
dust  on  the  public  streets.  These  we  feel  obliged  to  in- 
crease on  account  of  the  growth  of  the  town. 

Tree  Work  and  Street  Lights. 

To  illustrate: — Last  year  we  paid  out  of  the  current 
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and  incidental  appropriation  nearly  $1,000  on  account  of 
the  expense  of  our  tree  warden  and  for  the  protection  of 
trees  from  gypsy  moths.  We  consider  the  money  well 
spent.  Many  towns  are  called  upon  to  pay  out  annually 
many  times  this  amount.  A small  increase  is  asked  for 
in  lighting  the  public  streets.  As  new  streets  are  opened 
up  and  old  ones  extended  and  houses  built  thereon,  a 
just  demand  is  made  for  lights  and  we  think  the  property 
owners  should  have  them. 


Police  Department. 

In  the  police  department  we  wish  to  add  a little  each 
year  so  as  to  increase  the  efficiency.  We  have  asked  for 
a small  increase  in  the  appropriation  which  we  think  will 
allow  a man  to  be  stationed  in  headquarters  every  even- 
ing to  look  after  such  business  as  may  be  assigned  him 
by  the  chief  of  police.  This  will  allow  the  chief  to  do 
more  important  work  than  he  is  now'able  to  do. 


Laying  Dust. 

We  feel  fully  justified  in  asking  an  increased  appropri- 
ation for  laying  dust  in  our  public  streets.  Our  streets 
were  never  in  better  condition  than  last  year.  Dust  was 
a minus  quantity.  The  street  surfaces  were  kept  intact 
and  in  good  condition.  We  believe  we  were  instru- 
mental in  assisting,  at  least,  in  avoiding  a water  famine, 
as  the  water  in  our  town  supply  was  very  low  and  if  we 
had  depended  upon  it  to  sprinkle  our  streets,  we  believe 
it  would  have  been  exhausted. 

We  believe  the  use  of  some  oil  or  tar  mixture  to  be 
most  economical  and  efficient,  and  the  people  on  the  out- 
skirts of  our  main  streets  are  calling  for  it.  When  we 
build  a new  macadam  road  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  it 
should  be  tarred  at  once  with  some  such  preparation. 
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General  Department  Work. 

The  work  in  every  department  of  our  town  is  increas- 
ing rapidly  and  will  continue  to  do  so  each  year.  We 
are  doing  more  business,  and  consequently  more  time  is 
demanded.  In  1900  the  total  tax  levy  and  appropriation 
was  only  $128,773.  In  1910  it  was  $288,675.  Therefore, 
a small  increase  in  salaries  in  many  departments  would 
not  be  considered  extravagant  in  any  private  business  or 
corporation. 

We  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  various  departments  have  the  best  interests  of 
the  town  at  heart,  and  are  rendering  the  best  pos- 
sible service.  We  now  desire  to  thank  the  citizens 
of  the  town  for  the  help  and  assistance  they  have  ren- 
dered us  during  the  past  year,  and  we  only  trust  that  our 
administration  will  meet  with  your  approval.

Annual  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Health 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough: 

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  herewith  for 
your  consideration,  its  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
Dec.  31,  1910,  including  such  suggestions  and  recom- 
mendations as  are  deemed  of  interest  to  the  public. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  on  April  22,  1910, 
Dr.  C.  S.  Holden  was  elected  Chairman,  and  Dr.  W.  O. 
Hewitt,  Secretary.  Dr.  R.  P.  Kent  has  been  the  third 
member.  Seventeen  regular  meetings  have  been  held 
during  the  year,  and  nine  special  meetings. 

General  Work  of  the  Board. 

The  investigation  of  alleged  nuisances,  differing  wide- 
ly in  character,  has  taken  a considerable  part  of  the 
Board’s  attention  during  the  year.  With  few  exceptions, 
where  complaints  have  been  made,  nuisances  have  been 
found  to  exist  as  stated,  and  they  have  been  abated 
promptly.  Many  of  these  complaints  have  been  in  re- 
gard to  cesspools.  It  is  expected  that  there  will  be  less 
trouble  of  this  nature  after  the  installation  of  the  sys- 
tem of  public  sewers,  now  under  construction. 

The  enforcement  of  the  statutes  in  regard  to  the  pre- 
vention of  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases,  as  well  as 
the  report  of  them  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  needy  cases ; the  regulation  and 
licensing  of  the  business  of  slaughtering ; the  inspection 
of  meat  and  milk,  the  inspection  of  plumbing,  the  issuing 
of  burial  permits,  and  the  proper  tabulation  of  deaths, 
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are  also  matters  that  have  received  careful  considera- 
tion. 

Contagious  Diseases. 

A list  of  diseases  declared  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  to  be  dangerous  to  the  public  health  is  given 
herewith,  and  the  attention  of  householders  and  physi- 
cians is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  statutes  provide  that 
immediate  notice  in  writing  shall  be  given  of  their  oc- 
currence, to  the  local  Board  of  Health.  It  is  the  duty 
of  the  householder,  when  a case  of  any  of  these  diseases 
occurs  in  his  household,  as  well  as  it  is  obligatory  upon 
the  attending  physician,  to  furnish  the  local  Board  with 
the  proper  name  and  address  of  the  patient,  in  order  that 
the  local  Board,  as  required  by  law,  may  report  the  case 
to  the  State  Board  of  Health  within  twenty-four  hours : 
actinomycosis,  asiatic  cholera,  cerebro-spinal  meningi- 
tis, diphtheria  (including  membranous  croup),  glanders, 
hookworm,  hydrophobia,  infantile  paralysis,  leprosy, 
anthrax,  measles,  ophthalmia,  scarlet  fever,  small  pox, 
tetanus,  trachoma,  trichinosis,  tuberculosis,  typhoid 
fever,  typhus  fever,  varicella  (chicken  pox),  whooping 
cough,  yellow  fever. 

Diphtheria. 

Three  cases  of  this  diesase  have  been  reported  during 
the  year,  with  one  death.  The  Board  keeps  a.  supply  of 
culture  tubes  and  of  antitoxine  at  a local  drug  store, 
where  the  physicians  may  conveniently  obtain  them  free 
of  charge.  The  Board  pays  the  express  on  these  cul- 
tures when  they  are  sent  to  the  State  Board  of  Health. 
Cultures  are  taken  of  suspicious  throats  for  diagnosis, 
and  in  cases  quarantined,  a negative  culture  must  be  ob- 
tained before  the  case  is  released.  We  believe  these  pre- 
cautions have  something  to  do'  with  the  fact  that  there 
were  only  a few  cases  reported  during  the  year,  not 
more  than  one  in  any  household,  and  not  more  than  one 
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in  any  one  month.  The  single  death  recorded  was  in  an 
infant. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Nineteen  cases  of  this  disease  have  been  reported.  Of 
these,  seven  were  reported  in  March. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

Typhoid  has  been  prevalent  in  Massachusetts  during 
the  year,  and  also  in  the  neighboring  cities  of  Provi- 
dence and  Pawtucket.  Attleborough  has  had  twenty- 
two  cases  reported.  All  but  four  of  these  cases  have 
occurred  since  the  first  of  August,  there  having  been  five 
cases  reported  in,  September  and  six  in  November.  The 
Board  of  Health  made  an  investigation  of  this  outbreak, 
assisted  by  the  State  Inspector  of  Health.  The  cases, 
with  two  exceptions,  were  widely  scattered,  the  milk 
supply  was  from  different  sources,  and  it  was  impossible 
to  determine  that  there  was  any  common  source  of  in- 
fection. The  exceptions  noted  were  in  a family  on  North 
avenue,  where  the  whole  family  of  four  was  infected, 
and  another  family  on  Falmouth  street,  where  a husband 
and  wife  both  had  the  disease.  In  the  latter  case,  the 
disease  probably  spread  by  contact  infection.  In  the 
North  avenue  cases,  infection  may  have  been  by  contact 
or  by  direct  infection  from  an  open  privy  vault.  One 
death  occurred  in  each  of  these  families,  and  these  two 
deaths  and  one  other  in  April  were  the  only  ones  re- 
corded from  typhoid  during  the  year. 

The  Board  of  Health  intends  to  visit  each  case  of 
typhoid  fever  reported,  and  to  ascertain,  if  possible,  the 
source  of  the  infection.  Cases  of  this  disease,  un- 
less a competent  nurse  can  be  secured,  who  thoroughly 
understands  the  precautions  to  be  taken  in  preventing 
the  spread  of  the  infection,  are,  we  believe,  better  cared 
for  in  a hospital. 
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For  the  instruction  of  families  and  attendants  in  the 
prevention  of  typhoid,  the  Board  has  published  the  fol- 
lowing- suggestions  in  a circular  which  is  sent  to  fam- 
ilies where  the  disease  is  known  to  exist. 

Prevention  of  the  Spread  of  Typhoid  Fever 

Typhoid  fever  is  a contagious  disease,  and  it  is  spread 
by  the  dejections  from  the  bowels,  by  the  urine,  sputum, 
and  vomitus  of  the  patient,  and  by  bed  linen,  unclean 
hands  of  attendants,  and  the  eating  utensils. 

In  its  prevention  the  following  measures  should  be 
observed : 

1.  Keep  the  patient  in  a room  by  himself;  the  com- 
plete isolation  of  the  patient  is  necessary  for  many  rea- 
sons. The  attendant  upon  a typhoid,  case  may  infect 
himself  or  others  by  touching  food  or  drink  if  the  hands 
are  not  cleansed  after  handling 'the  patient  or  bed 
clothes.  A disinfectant  solution  should  be  kept  in  the 
room  for  this  purpose.  Cleanliness  in  and  about  the  sick 
room  is  most  important  to  pre-vent  the  spread  of  this 
disease. 

2.  Protect  the  mattress  by  a rubber  cover  or  sheet. 
If  the  pillows  are  apt  to  become  soiled  protect  these  in 
a similar  way. 

3.  Dejections  and  urine  should  be  received  in  a bed 
pan  containing  a solution  of  carbolic  acid  (one  to 
twenty)  or  chloride  of  lime ; then  more  carbolic  acid  so- 
lution or  chloride  of  lime  should  be  added,  mixed  thor- 
oughly by  sha'king,  and  the  liquid  thrown  into  the  hop- 
per. If  there  is  no  water  closets  the  dejecta  should  be 
immediately  buried,  and  never  thrown  into  a vault. 

4.  The  sputum,  vomitus,  and  other  excretions  from 
the  patient  should  likewise  be  immediately  disinfected, 
and  treated  as  above. 

5.  Change  the  bed  and  body  linen  daily.  Change  the 
bed  clothes  at  once  when  soiled.  Avoid  shaking  these 
articles. 
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6.  All  body  iinen,  towels,  sheets  and  all  bed  clothing 
should  be  wrapped  up  in  a sheet,  and  soaked  in  a solu- 
tion of  carbolic  acid  (one  to  forty)  for  six  hours ; they 
should  then  be  boiled  for  half  an  hour,  and  washed  with 
soap.  Rubber  sheets  and  covers  should  be  soaked  as 
above,  then  rinsed  in  cold  water,  dried  and  aired.  The 
spreads  and  blankets  should  be  well  aired. 

7.  Eating  utensils  used  by  the  patient  should  be 
thoroughly  cleansed  in  boiling  water  immediately  after 
using,  and  it  is  better  for  the  patient  to  have  his  own 
private  utensils. 

After  a patient  has  been  sick  with  typhoid  fever  the 
bedstead  and  floors  should  be  washed  with  a solution  of 
corrosive  sublimate  (1-1000)  and  the  mattresses  aired 
every  day  for  a week. 

Measles. 

This  disease  has  been  quite  prevalent  during  the 
months  of  March,  April  and  May,  in  particular,  when 
many  children  were  affected. 

Although  the  law  was  rigidly  enforced  in  regard  to 
the  exclusion  of  children  from  the  public  schools,  183 
cases  were  reported.  There  were  two  deaths  from  this 
disease. 


Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

This  disease  we  have  always  with  us.  There  were 
thirty-four  cases  reported  during  the  year,  and  nine 
deaths.  It  has  been  necessary  for  the  Board  to  furnish 
aid  to  several  cases  at  their  homes,  and  to  obtain  admis- 
sion for  others  into  State  Sanitoria,  where  their  board 
was  paid  by  the  town. 

We  note  with  much  satisfaction,  that  a fund  has  been 
raised  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  Red  Cro&s  seals, 
for  the  care  of  tuberculosis  cases  in  Attleborough.  It  is 
believed  that  a society  or  committee  will  soon  be  formed 
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to  expend  this  money,  and  to  obtain  more  funds  for  this 
deserving  cause. 

The  question  of  how  best  to  care  for,  and  how  to  pre- 
vent the  spread  of  this  affection  among  our  townspeople, 
is  an  economic  and  social  problem  that  should  demand 
more  and  more  of  the  support,  and  of  the  intelligent  co- 
operation of  the  citizens  of  Attleborough.  In  other 
places,  notably  in  Worcester,  the  manufacturers  have 
aided  many  of  their  employees  ill  with  consumption,  and 
we  have  noted  a similar  sentiment  here,  among  a few  of 
the  manufacturers.  We  trust  that  an  anti-tuberculosis 
society  will  soon  be  able  to  further  this  work,  and  assist 
the  Board  of  Health  in  controlling  the  spread  of  this 
dangerous  but  preventable  disease. 

Infantile  Paralysis. 

There  has  been  some  prevalence  of  this  disease  in  the 
Commonwealth  during  the  year,  a few  epidemics  in 
neighboring  cities,  and  considerable  publicity  has  been 
given  the  disease  in  the  press.  The  State  Board  of 
Health  has  added  this  affection  to  the  list  of  reportable 
diseases.  There  have  been  three  cases  reported  in  At- 
tleboro during  the  year,  with  two  deaths.  These  cases 
occurred  in  different  parts  of  the  town,  and  presumably 
could  not  have  been  carried  from  one  to  another  in  any 
way. 

Although  little  is  yet  known  as  to  how  this  contagion 
is  spread,  the  Board  has  quarantined  every  case  rigidly, 
and  has  disinfected  after  death  or  removal. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  this  disease  reported,  and 
no  deaths  from  it  during  the  year. 

Whooping  Cough  and  Varicella. 

Only  a few  cases  of  these  diseases  have  been  reported, 
although  probably  other  cases  occurred,  that  were  not 
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attended  by  a physician.  We  wish  again  to  call  the  at- 
tention of  householders  to  their  duty  in  reporting  such 
cases  to  the  Board  of  Health. 

Collection  of  Garbage. 

All  persons  engaged  in  the  collection  of  garbage  are 
licensed  and  registered  by  the  Board  of  Health ; they 
are  furnished  with  a number  to  be  placed  on  the  wagon 
or  receptacle  used  by  them,  and  a fee  of  fifty  cents  is 
charged  for  the  license.  Thirty  such  licenses  have  been 
issued  during  the  year,  and  the  collection  of  garbage  has 
been  made  in  a fairly  satisfactory  manner,  with  few  com- 
plaints. We  would  request  householders  to  provide  suit- 
able metallic,  covered  receptacles  which  should  be  con- 
veniently placed  for  the  collector,  and  which  should  be 
scalded  out  occasionally  to  keep  away  flies. 

Licenses  to  Slaughter. 

In  April,  notices  were  sent  to  the  owners  of  slaughter 
houses  to  submit  applications  for  the  renewal  of  their  li- 
censes. An  inspection  was  made  of  the  premises  of  the 
applicants.  Two  licenses  to  slaughter  cattle,  and  one 
to  slaughter  swine,  were  issuel  during  the  year.  One  of 
the  applicants  was  required-  to  put  his  premises  in  a 
more  sanitary  condition  before  a license  was  granted. 

Caleb  E.  Parmenter  was  reappointed  by  the  Board  as 
Inspector  of  Meat.  Mr.  Parmenter  has  had  considerable 
experience  in  this  work,  and  we  believe  he  has  performed 
his  duties  faithfully.  Charges  against  one  of  the  licensees, 
alleging  that  he  has  violated  certain  of  the  statutes  in 
regard  to  slaughtering,  and  preferred  by  the  agent  of  the. 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  are 
now  pending  in  the  Courts. 

Inspection  of  Milk. 

In  accordance  with  laws  enacted  in  May,  1909,  placing 
the  inspection  of  milk  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
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Boards  of  Health,  the  Board  has  appointed  an  Inspector 
.of  Milk.  The  same  act  gives  the  Board  of  Health  power 
to  make  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  production 
and  handling  of  all  milk  sold  in  the  town,  the  Board  has 
adopted  rules  and  regulations  to  this  effect.  No  definite 
salary  has  as  yet  been  fixed  for  the  milk  inspector,  but 
this  will  be  done  as  soon  as  a special  appropriation  can 
be  obtained  for  the  purpose. 

The  duty  of  a milk  inspector  should  be  to  see  that  the 
people  of  Attleborough  receive  a supply  of  milk  that  is 
clean  and  healthful.  Formerly,  milk  could  be  legally 
sold  in  Massachusetts  if  it  contained  a certain 
percentage  of  butter-fat,  regardless  of  the  amount  of 
filth  and  dirt  it  contained.  Now  we  believe  that  a 
proper  percentage  of  butter-fat  is  important,  but  clean 
milk  is  vastly  more  important ; this,  one  can  easily 
prove,  if  one  takes  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the 
common  summer  diarrheal  diseases  of  children  are  due 
very  largely  to  impure  milk;  that  about  seven-eights  of 
of  all  infants  dying  of  these  diseases  are  bottle  fed; 
showing  that  a pure  food  supply  is  an  essential  to  the 
needs  and  to  the  health  of  the  average  infant. 

These  suggestions  are  not  intended  to  imply  that  we 
need  to  make  radical  changes  in  the  way  milk  is  pro- 
duced and  handled  at  the  present  time  in  Attleborough, 
but  it  is  implied,  and  we  do  need  to  insist  on  cleanliness 
of  stables  and  stock,  clean  milkers,  and  reasonable  care 
and  cleanliness  to  be  observed  by  all  persons  Avho  are 
employed  in  handling  milk. 

Clean  milk  is.  milk  with  a low  bacterial  content,  and 
the  way  to  know  absolutely  what  kind  of  milk  we  are 
using,  is  to  have  specimens  of  the  milk  taken  by  the 
milk  inspector  from  the  dealers  and  to  then  have  the 
percentage  of  bacteria  in  these  specimens  determined.  If, 
now,  the  reports  of  these  examinations  of  milk  are  pub- 
lished, the  dealers  will  be  anxious  to  co-operate  and 
make  changes  whereby  clean  milk  can  be  produced. 
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At  present  there  is  little  incentive  for  a dealer  to  attempt 
to  produce  clean  milk,  since  his  neighbor  is  allowed  to 
receive  the  same  price  for  dirty  milk.  In  other  words, 
the  farmer  who  keeps  a clean,  well  ventilated  stable, 
and  a clean,  healthy  herd  of  cows,  who  provides  a well 
equipped  milk  room,  and  dairy  with  aparatus  for  cooling 
milk  and  sterilizing  bottles,  cannot,  under  present  condi- 
tions, compete  with  the  man  who  does  not  follow  out 
any  of  these  ideas. 

A proper  system  of  milk  inspection  will  reverse  this 
order  of  things  and  make  it  difficult  for  the  dealer  who  is 
careless  and  who  does  not  have  clean  milk,  to  sell  his 
wares. 

A system  of  inspection  embodying  some  of  the  prin- 
ciples suggested,  with  a paid  and  trained  milk  inspector, 
will,  we  believe,  assure  the  residents  of  the  town  a milk 
of  good  quality,  produced  under  sanitary  conditions. 

* Plumbing. 

The  Board,  in  June,  appointed  Arthur  B.  Read  and 
Joseph  M.  Seagrave  inspectors  of  plumbing,  and  fixed 
the  rate  of  compensation  at  two  dollars  per  inspection. 
Mr,  Read,  since  his  appointment,  has,  without  extra 
charge  or  compensation,  acted  as  agent  of  the  Board  to 
approve  applications  and  issue  permits.  His  report  is 
appended. 


Mortality  Report. 

• 

There  were  204  deaths  during  the  ' year.  Of  these, 
ninety-six  were  males  and  one  hundred  and  eight 
females.  This  is  the  largest  number  of  deaths  during  any 
one  year  yet  recorded. 

There  were  forty-one  deaths  under  one  year  and  sixty- 
nine  were  under  five  years.  There  were  sixteen  who 
died  at  the  age  of  eighty  or  over,  this  number -being  the 
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same  as  the  year  before.  There  were  twenty-four  deaths 
from  pneumonia,  eleven  from  cancer,  twenty-five  from 
heart  disease,  and  eight  were  caused  by  accident.

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  we  invite  the  attention  of  the  citizens  of 
Attleborough  to  the  constantly  increasing  cost  of  main- 
taining persons  in  indigent  circumstances,  who  are  ill 
with  contagious  diseases,  and  who  are  now  cared  for  by 
this  department.  These  expenses  which  were  formerly 
borne  by  the  Poor  Department,  have  been  recently 
further  augmented  by  the  addition  of  diseases  which  are 
now  officially  classed  as  dangerous  to  the  public  health, 
which  were  not  formerly  so  classed.  Undoubtedly  many 
of  these  cases  could  have  been  better  cared  for  in  a local 
hospital.  If  we  have  fortunately  been  quite  free  from 
epidemics  of  contagious  diseases  in  the  past,  it  does  not 
follow  that  we  may  at  any  time  in  the  future  find  our- 
selves without  the  means  of  controlling  epidemics  and 
of  preventing  the  spread  of  communicable  diseases. 

Another  matter  of  great  importance  in  this  connec- 
tion of  disease  prevention,  is  the  establishment  of  a 
bacteriological  laboratory,  which  might  well  be  a part  of 
the  contagious  disease  hospital.  At  the  present  time, 
the  bacteriological  work  for  the  town  is  done  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health.  While  the  State  Board  of  Health 
examines  diphtheria  cultures,  sputum  and  the  blood  in 
suspected  typhoid  cases,  free  of  charge,  and  while  the 
local  board  pays  the  expense  of  transportation  to  Boston, 
it  is  nevertheless  a well-known  fact  among  physicians 
that  there  is  much  delay  in  obtaining  reports.  A local 
laboratory  would  obviate  much  of  this  delay,  and  reports 
could  be  made  promptly. 

There  is  an  annually  increasing  demand  for  laboratory 
diagnosis  here ; forty-seven  diphtheria  cultures  have  been 
examined  during  the  past  year.  The  medical  inspector 
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of  schools  would  probably  double  this  number  if  local 
facilities  were  provided. 

We  earnestly  recommend  that  a local  hospital  and 
laboratory  be  established  in  the  town.  It  may  be  ex- 
pensive to  maintain  such  an  institution,  but  it  may  prove 
to  he  more  expensive  for  the  town  to*  care  for  cases  that 
may  occur  because  of  the  lack  of  one.

Report  of  the  Park  Commissioners 
for  1910 


To  the  citizens  of  Attleborough : 

Most  of  the  regular  appropriation  was  used  this  year 
in  putting  into  better  condition  that  portion  of  the  Park 
which  had  already  been  grubbed.  One  more  acre,  how- 
ever, was  thoroughly  grubbed  and  freed  from  surface 
rocks,  and  another  season  will  be  grassed  over.  One 
hundred  loads  of  stone  were  taken  from  this  one  acre  in 
preparing  it. 

In  portions  of  the  park  there  is  practically  no  loam, 
and  about  two  acres  of  this  portion  near  County  street 
was  given  a good  coating  of  loam  and  fertilizer  so  it 
will  be  well  grassed  another  year. 

The  work  of  clearing  out  underbrush  was  continued 
this  year  and  now  the  park  is  almost  wholly  free  from  it. 
There  is  yet  much  work  to  do  in  the  park  roadways. 
Until  late  this  year  it  was  practically  impossible  to  com- 
pletely circle  the  park  excepting  in  dry  weather,  as  rain 
made  portions  of  the  roadways  very  bad.  Nearly  one 
thousand  feet  of  the  poorest  road  was.  made  possible  and 
a good  walkway  was  installed  on-  one  side. 

About  one  thousand  feet  of  permanent  and  good  walk- 
ways were  built  and  the  old  walkways  were  top-dressed 
with  broken  stone.  Nearly  all  walks  now  have  stone 
beds,  these  beds  averaging  a foot  or  more  in  depth,  so 
that  they  will  always  be  well  drained  and  easily  kept. 

Only  a small  part  of  the  roadways  are  satisfactorily 
complete.  Two  thousand  dollars  a year  does  rfot  permit 
of  spending  much  in  a season  on  them,  but  at  least  a por- 
tion of  each  year’s  appropriation  has  gone  into  this  work. 
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The  turf  area  is  increasing  rapidly  now,  and  more  and 
more  of  each  appropriation  is  required  to  keep  it  trimmed 
and  in  good  condition. 

Sixty-five  dollars  was  expended  in  new  trees,  mostly 
maples.  Mr.  C.  O.  Sweet  donated  a grove  of  Rivers’ 
purple-leafed  beech,  which  in  a few  years  are  going  to  be 
a.  very  handsome  addition  to  the  park. 

Many  beds  of  flowers  were  planted  and  among  them 
was  a beautiful  bed  of  salvia  furnished,  by  Mr.  Newell,  the 
florist. 

Last  spring  we  purchased  glass  frames  for  starting 
plants  from  seeds,  and  the  many  hours  labor  with  them 
by  our  Supt.  Mr.  Bushee,  out  of  his  own  private  time, 
enabled  us  to  make  a much  better  showing  than  we  could 
have  afforded  otherwise. 

The  town  was  most  generously  remembered  this  year 
by  our  late  fellow  townsman,  Frederick  A.  Newell,  who 
donated  $5,000  for  the  erection  of  a shelter  building  at 
Capron  Park.  After  consulting  the  Park  Commissioners 
and  viewing  various  plans,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Newell  decided 
on  the  tiled  concrete  structure  which  is  now  just  com- 
pleted. It  sets  back  from  County  street  close  to  the  pine 
grove,  being  fairly  close  to  the  bandstand  and  play- 
ground area.  Its  bright  red  roof  contrasts  with  the  'grey 
stone  and  green  background  and  makes  a beautiful  as 
well  as  extremely  useful  addition  to  the  park.  It  is 
greatly  regretted  that  Mr.  Newell  could  not  have  lived  to 
see  the  building  completed,  but  it  stands  an  enduring 
memorial  to  him  and  his  love  for  our  town. 

The  shelter  building  is  35  feet  wide  and  nearly  100  feet 
long,  with  a roof  overhanging  5 feet  all  around,  making 
the  covered  area  10  feet  greater  each  way.  It  will  shelter 
a large  number  «of  people  and  will  be  much  appreciated 
by  picnicers  and  those  caught  by  showers,  especially  at 
times  of  band  concerts  and  other  large  gatherings.  Tl^e 
building  has  a granolithic  floor  and  next  summer  will  be 
furnished  with  benches. 
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The  town  made  an  additional  appropriation  last 
spring  which  was  to  be  used  for  a shelter  building.  This 
money  has  been  used  in  connection  with. the  Newell  gift 
to  furnish  much  needed  toilet  facilities  and  for  a water 
supply  through  the  park  to  this  building,  and  in  prepar- 
ing the  ground  for  the  new  building.  The  knoll  in  which 
the  building  stands  was  cut  down  and  12  inches  of  ashes 
were  installed  as  a bed  for  the  granolithic  floor.  The 
grading  and  walks  adjacent  to  the  building  still  remain 
to  be  done,  and  we  recommend  a special  appropriation 
of  two  thousand  dollars  to  cover  this  work  and  for 
further  work  on  the  roadways,  and  for  the  installation 
of  plumbing  fixtures  in  the  shelter  building  toilets. 

The  before  mentioned  pipe  line  to  the  shelter  was 
made  of  size  sufficient  to  furnish  water  for  sprinkling 
purposes  in  the  southerly  part  of  the  park,  and  taps  have 
been  left  out  at  intervals  for  this  purpose. 

As  we  have  said  each  year  for  the  past  few  seasons, 
after  attending  to  the  most  necessary  maintenance  work 
there  is  little  money  remaining  for  other  woidc,  and  we 
trust  the  town  will  feel  it  is  wise  and  make  a special  ap- 
propriation for  the  work  outside  of  maintenance  which 
we  have  called  attention  to.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of 
Attleborough : 

Gentlemen : — I herewith  submit  my  seventh  annual 
report  as  Superintendent  of  Streets  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1910: 

The  department  has  added  to  its  equipment  a portable 
crusher  and  scales.  We  operate  the  old  crusher,  located 
in  the  forest  street  yard,  for  the  convenience  of  our  work 
in  the  center,  while  the  portable  crusher  may  be  used  to 
advantage  in  the  suburbs  giving  us  considerable  ad- 
vantage over  the  old  method  in  the  work  of  macada- 
mizing streets.  We  have  purchased  one  more  horse, 
making  a total  of  six  horses  used  by  the  department. 
More  streets  have  been  macadamized  during  the  past 
year  than  in  any  year  previous  to  this  time. 

A large  amount  of  work  was  done  on  Maple  street. 
This  was  made  possible  by  the  abuttors  giving  land  to 
widen  the  street.  This  street  was  improved  for  a dis- 
tance of  900  feet. 

Number  of  loads  of  gravel  used  on  this  street,  2,842. 

Number  of  loads  of  stone  taken  from  this  street  and 
used  for  crusher  stone,  373. 

East  street  has  been  brought  to  grade  from  Pine  street 
to  Parker  street.

The  work  in  the  center  of  the  town  has  taken  place 
under  the  supervision  of  H.  A.  Caswell,  who  also  at- 
tended to  the  scraping  of  all  the  streets  in  town.

It  was  necessary  to  do  a large  amount  of  work  in  pre- 
paring this  street  for  the  stone  surface,  the  foundation 
being  of  clay.  We  excavated  a depth  of  18  inches  and 
filled  the  excavation  with  field  stone.  In  so  doing  we 
hope  to  keep  the  road  from  rutting. 

Union  street  was  macadamized  for  a distance  of  800 
feet.

General  repairs  were  made  on  all  the  streets  in  this 
section.  Number  of  loads  of  material  used  in  this  work 
624.  This  work  was  performed  under  the  direction  of 
Charles  Howarth.  Other  work  in  this  section,  which 
consisted  of  scraping  all  the  streets  and  macadamizing 
Newport  avenue  for  a distance  of  2,200  feet,  was  per- 
formed by  the  regular  gang  from  the  centre,  under  the 
direction  of  Herbert  A.  Caswell. 

May  street  was  repaired  and  34  loads  of  gravel  were 
used  in  the  work. 

Read  street  was  worked  in  a similar  manner ; 48  loads 
of  gravel  were  required  to  finish  the  wqrk. 

Special  Appropriations. 

Pond  street  has  been  continued  from  a point  opposite 
the  school  house  to  Leedham  street,  being  constructed 
20  feet  wide,  with  fences  built  for  a distance  of  380  feet 
and  18-inch  Akron  pipe  laid  under  the  street.  The 
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contract  for  the  building  of  this  street  was  awarded  to 
Cliarles  Howarth. 


South  Division. 

The  work  in  this  section  was  performed  under  the  di- 
rection of  Henry  A.  Lord.  Brush  was  cut  where  it  was 
necessary  on  all  streets  in  the  town.  A coating  of  gravel 
eight  inches  thick  and  2,544  feet  in  length  was  placed 
on  Oak  Hill  avenue.  South  Main  street  was  also  grav- 
elled for  a distance  of  2,691  feet  and  1,450  feet  of  side- 
walks covered  with  gravel  and  crushed  stone.  Other 
streets  were  generally  repaired  in  this  section. 

Number  of  loads  of  gravel  used  on  the  streets  in  this 
division,  5,680. 

Bridges,  Culverts  and  Catch  Basins. 

The  following  bridges  were  covered  with  two-inch 
plank : Holden  street,  Clifton  street,  Deantown  and

spring  and  once  in  the  fall.  Two  new  catch  basins  have 
been  built  in  Pleasant  street,  one  in  South  Main  street 
and  one  in  Park  street.

The  bridge  is  made  of  T iron 
beams  laid  3 feet  6 inches  on  the  centres  with  8 inches 
of  concrete  filling  layed  on  forms,  after  which  crushed 
stone  was  used  for  a surface.  The  iron  was  purchased 
from  the  Canton  Bridge  Co.  and  the  bridge  constructed 
by  the  highway  gang.  In  this  manner  we  saved  a goodlv 
sum  ,and  having  a considerable  amount  of  the  appropria- 
tion left  over  we  decided  to  construct  a new  bridge  over 
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the  Ten  Mile  River  at  Thacher  street,  the  old  one  being 
in  very  poor  condition.  This  bridge  was  constructed  and 
is  similar  to  the  County  street  bridge.  I would  recom- 
mend that  appropriations  be  made  for  new  bridges  on 
Maple  street  and  South  Main  street  at  Thacher’s  Brook. 

County  Street. 

The  work  on  this  street  was  continued  from  where  it 
was  left  off  last  year  and  continued  to  a point  opposite 
the  MacDonald  place,  a distance  of  1,150  feet. 

Number  of  loads  of  gravel  used,  1380. 

McCambridge  Street. 

Under  the  special  appropriation  of  $400.00  made  at  the 
town  meeting  in  March,  1910,  to  drain  a part  of  Pleas- 
ant street,  we  built  a catch  basin  at  the  corner  of  McCam- 
bridge and  Pleasant  streets  and  laid  a 10-inch  pipe  from 
this  point  to  Forest  street,  where  we  connected  with  the 
Thacher  Brook  Drain.  Number  of  feet  of  10-inch  pipe 
laid,  393. 

South  Main  Street. 

An  appropriation  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  making 
the  street  a uniform  width  of  45  feet  from  Dodgeville 
bridge  to  Knight  avenue,  also  straightening  a part  of  the 
street  opposite  Thurber  avenue,  and  a part  of  the  street 
known  as  Atwell’s  Curve,  which  was  considered  danger- 
ous. The  work  between  Dodgeville  bridge  and  Thurber 
avenue  has  been  completed,  also  the  work  between 
Knight  avenue  and  A.  I.  Atwell’s  residence.  A greater 
part  of  the  work  of  cutting  and  filling  between  Mr.  At- 
well’s place  and  Thurber  avenue,  where  the  new  section 
of  the  sl^reet  is  being  built,  has  been  done  and  when  the 
work  is  completed  it  will  be  a great  improvement  over 
the  former  route  of  traffic. 
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Locust  street  has  been  widened  from  South  Main 
street  to  a point  opposite  Olof  Wendell’s  residence,  and 
a sidewalk  built  on  the  south  side  of  the  street. 

Length  of  walk,  1,400  feet. 

Number  of  loads  of  material  used,  710. 

Hope  Street  Sidewalk. 

A walk  was  built  on  the  west  side  of  this  street,  being 
1,314  feet  in  length. 

Number  of  loads  of  material  used,  485. 

Dunham  Street. 

The  work  on  this  street  was  performed  by  Frank  Dick- 
inson under  contract.  The  street  was  brought  to  grade 
from  the  speedway  to  George  street  and  sidewalks  built 
on  both  sides. 

Length  of  street  improved,  760. 

Number  of  yards  of  gravel  used,  4,000. 

Olive  street  has  been  brought  to  grade  from  South 
Main  street  to  the  railroad,  a distance  of  550  feet. 

Number  of  loads  of  gravel  used,  546. 

Mulberry  street  has  been  brought  to  grade  from  Pine 
street  to  Martin  street,  a distance  of  1,200  feet. 

Number  of  loads  of  gravel  used,  744. 

Playgrounds. 

A large  quantity  of  rock  has  been  removed  and  the 
brush  cut  and  burned.  A part  of  the  land  being  some- 
what low,  we  found  it  necessary  to  fill  in  and  in  so  doing 
we  used  1,190  loads  of  gravel  and  514  loads  of  loam.  The 
work  of  grading  is  not  as  yet  complete. 

In  closing,  I again  wish  to  thank  those  who  have  as- 
sisted the  department  by  giving  prompt  notice  of  defects 
in  the  streets  and  numerous  other  ways,  all  of  which  in-

formation  has  been  of  great  assistance  to  us  in  lessening 
the  liabilities  of  accidents,  thereby  saving  the  town  from 
damage  suits  of  an  expensive  nature.

Apparatus. 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  consists  of  one  two- 
horse  hook  and  ladder  truck,  with  300  feet  of  ladders ; 
one  two-horse  combination  chemical  ladder  truck  with 
188  feet  of  ladders,  and  fully  equipped  with  all  necessary 
tools ; one  two-horse  combination  hose  and  chemical 
equipped ; one  chief’s  wagon ; two  supply  wagons,  and 
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equipped;  one  chief’s  wagon;  two  suppy  wagons,  and 
5,000  feet  of  hose,  in  good  condition,  located  in  the  center 
of  the  town ; one  one-horse  hose  wagon,  600  feet  of  hose, 
and  all  necessary  tools  in  good  condition,  located  at  the 
Farmers;  one  hose  wagon,  1,200  feet  of  hose  in  good  con- 
dition, and  one  two-horse  hook  and  ladder  truck  in  good 
condition,  located  at  South  Attleboro ; one  four-wheel 
hose  reel,  1,000  feet  of  hose  in  good  condition,  located  at 
Hebronville ; one  hand  reel  and  800  feet  of  hose,  located 
at  St.  Jean  plat;  one  hand  reel  and  800  feet  of  hose,  lo- 
cated at  Briggs  Corner;  one  democrat  wagon,  one  ex- 
press wagon  and  one  two-horse  pung,  located  in  the  cen- 
ter of  the  town. 


Horses. 

The  department  has  eleven  horses : Two  on  Hose  No. 

1 at  South  Main  street,  two  on  Hose  No.  2 at  Union 
street,  two  on  Ladder  Truck  No.  1 at  Union  street,  two 
on  Hook  and  Ladder  Truck  No.  3 at  South  Main  street, 
one  on  Hose  No.  4 at  South  Attleborough,  o'ne  used  by 
chief,  and  one  for  fire  alarm  purposes. 

The  horses  for  the  use  of  Hose  Companies  Nos.  3 and 
5 and  Ladder  Company  No.  2 are  hired. 

The  service  for  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  No.  2 at 
South  Attleborough  is  as  good  as  can  be  expected,  while 
dependent  upon  hired  horses. 

The  service  for  Hose  Company  No.  5 at  Hebronville  is 
as  good  as  we  can  expect,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
horses  used  are  at  such  a long  distance  from  the  hose 
house. 

Harnesses. 

The  department  has  five  sets  of  double  harnesses : 
One  used  by  Hose  Company  No.  1,  one  used  by  Hook 
and  Ladder  Company  No.  1,  one  used  by  Hose  Company 
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No.  2,  one  used  by  Hose  Company  No.  3,  and  one  used 
by  Hose  Company  No.  5,  Hebronville ; four  single  har- 
nesses: one  used  by  Hose  Company,  No.  3,  Farmers;  one 
used  by  Hose  Company  No.  4,  South  Attleborough;  one 
used  on  cheif’s  horse,  and  one  on  fire  alarm  service. 

Fire  Alarm. 

The  Gamewell  Fire  Alarm  System  is  in  use  and  in 
good  condition.  It  consists  of  the  following  apparatus : 
Two  steam  gongs,  one  at  the  Pumping  Station  at  South 
Attleborough,  and  one  at  the  Electric  Light  Station,  lo- 
cated at  Farmers;  three  bells,  one  on  South  Main  street, 
one  near  Peck  street,  and  one  on  Hose  Company  No.  4 
house,  South  Attleborough ; one  striker,  located  on  the 
church  at  Hebronville.  one  indicator  at  Hose  Company 
No.  I,  one  at  Hose  Company  No.  2,  and  one  at  Hose 
Company  No.  5;  15  tappers,  used  in  the  shops  and  by 
members  of  the  fire  department ; 63  fire  alarm  boxes, 
owned  by  the  town ; one  private  box,  owned  by  the  In- 
terstate Street  Railway  Company ; about  60  miles  of  wire 
and  all  necessary  tools  for  keeping  same  in  repair ; one 
storage  battery,  complete,  with  a six-circuit  switch 
board  and  a repeater. 


Houses. 

The  department  houses  are  located  as  follows:  South 
Main  street  house,  occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  1 
and  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  No.  3 ; Union  street 
house,  occupied  by  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  No.  1 
and  Hose  Company  No.  2 ; the  house  at  Farmers,  occu- 
pied by  Hose  Company  No.  3;  the  house  at  South  Attle- 
borough, occupied  by  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  No.  2 
and  Hose  Company  No.  4;  the  house  at  Hebronville,  oc- 
cupied by  Hose  Company  No.  5 ; Hose  Company  No.  6 is 
located  in  the  building  owned  by  the  St.  Jean  Improve- 
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ment  Society ; the  house  at  Briggs  Corner  is  occupied  by 
Hose  Company  No.  7. 

Permanent  Improvements. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  built  a new  fire  station 
at  South  Attleborough,  completed  the  new  fire  station 
on  South  Main  street,  purchased  a Seagrave’s  combina- 
tion chemical  hook  and  ladder  truck,  purchased  a chief’s 

wagon,  purchased  a repeater,  purchased  500  feet  of 

hose,  purchased  four  horses,  sold  one  horse  and  put  one 
horse  out  for  its  keeping,  also  remodeled  hook  and  ladder 
truck  No.  1.

Recommendations. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  town  discontinue  Hose 
Company  No.  3,  Farmers,  and  sell  the  property;  also 
purchase  a motor  driven  combination  hose  and  chemical 
truck  to  be  stationed  in  the  South  Main  street  house,  and 
appoint  two  permanent  men  for  the  same.  We  believe 
this  would  give  all  the  outlying  sections  of  the  town 
much  better  protection  than  they  have  at  present. 

We  would  recommend  a combination  hose  and  chemi- 
cal wagon  to  be  located  at  South  Attleborough  hose 
house,  full  equipped,  with  one  permanent  man. 

We  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  1,000  feet  of 
hose. 

The  number  of  alarms  for  the  year  show  an  in- 
crease of  very  near  ten  per  cent,  over  the  previous  year. 

The  extension  of  the  telephone  system  over  the  town 
has  put  the  people  at  large  in  close  touch  with  the  fire 
stations,  and  the  presence  at  all  times  in  the  stations  of 
a permanent  force  has  enabled  the  department  to  respond 
quickly  to  the  telephone  calls  or  still  alarms,  and  through 
that  promptness  large  fires  have  been  averted  and  the 
fire  loss  in  proportion  to  the  risk  reduced  to  a minimum. 

The  building  risks  of  the  town  are  constantly  increas- 
ing each  year,  but  we  feel  that  with  the  addition  of  the 
motor  truck  and  two  permanent  men  as  recommended, 
located  in  the  center  of  the  town,  those  risks  can  be 
overcome.

Report  of  the  Overseers  of 
the  Poor 


To  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Attleborough,  Mass.: 

The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  beg  leave  to  present  the 
following  report  for  the  year  1910: 

The  Board  met  for  organization  soon  after  the  annual 
town  meeting,  and  the  organization  of  1909  was  con- 
tinued: Joseph  V.  Curran,  chairman;  Benjamin  P. 

King,  clerk ; George  M.  Gustin,  visitor,  and  the  work 
was  at  once  taken  up. 

Within  a short  time  the  horses  that  had  been  in  use 
for  about  18  years  gave  out.  One  sickened  and  died,  and 
the  other  being  old  was  not  fit  to  match  up  with  a new 
horse,  and  we  were  obliged  to  procure  a new  pair,  which 
we  did  at  a cost  of  $550.00.  We  were  also  obliged  to  pur- 
chase a new  set  of  double  harnesses  and  blankets  at 
further  cost.  We  were  fortunate  in  our  purchase  and 
have  a fine  pair  of  young  horses  that  have  thus  far 
proven  good,  and  are  doing  good  work. 

Nothing  of  any  great  importance  has  taken  place  dur- 
ing the  year.  Everything  has  gone  on  in  the  even  tenor 
of  the  way. 

The  last  season  was  not  very  favorable  to  the  raising  of 
vegetables,  etc.,  but  we  had  a fine  lot  of  hay,  about  75 
tons  of  the  best,  which  will  probably  more  than  carry 
us  through. 

Milk  has  been  the  chief  product  which  has  been  sold 
at  the  door. 

The  board  have  for  some  time  been  considering  the  ex- 
pediency of  tapping  the  large  spring  on  the  hill  back  of 
the  barn  for  domestic  use..  As  is  well-known  the  State 
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Board  of  Health  condemned  the  water  in  the  artesian 
well  that  was  put  down  seven  or  eight  years  ago.  We 
have  never  been  able  to  use  it  for  domestic  purposes, 
but  have  had  to  rely  on  the  old  well  near  the  house  for 
drinking  and  cooking,  because  of  this  fact,  together  with 
the  constant  expense  for  gasoline  and  repairs  on  the 
pumping  engine,  which  would  soon  have  to  be  replaced 
with  a new  one,  saying  nothing  of  other  troubles  con- 
nected with  it,  we  decided  to  do  so.  Mr.  Hagar,  the 
superintendent,  having  a great  interest  in  the  matter, 
offered  to  dig  the  trench,  as  time  would  allow  him,  a 
matter  of  1,000  feet  and  no  small  job.  Through 
the  summer  and  early  fall  he  prepared  the  trench, 
the  pipe  was  purchased,  laid  and  connected  into 
our  regular  pipe  system  for  both  house  and  barn, 
the  water  turned  on,  and  we  now  have  an  unfailing 
supply  of  the  finest  spring  water,  a constant  flow,  and 
we  see  no  reason  why  it  will  not  always  last.  The  eleva- 
tion of  the  spring  is  such  as  to  give  sufficient  head  or 
pressure  to  flow  the  water  where  needed.  The  whole 
outlay  in  money  to  bring  this  result  was  about  $75.00. 
We  hold  the  old  well  and  pumping  engine  in  reserve, 
should  occasion  require  its  use.  The  spring  has  been 
approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  all  uses.  We 
therefore  feel  we  have  a good  thing. 

Aside  from  the  above  nothing  new  has  been  done  this 
year,  and  things  appear  to  be  going  on  without  friction, 
either  at  the  farm  or  at  the  office.  There  are  some 
changes  of  minor  importance  the  Board  hope  to  carry 
out  the  coming  year.  We  do  not  anticipate  much  extra 
expense. 

There  have  been  31  different  persons  cared  for  at  the 
almshouse  during  the  year  1910,  with  an  average  of 
14  1-3.  Three  have  died  within  the  year.  The  number 
at  the  almshouse,  January  1,  1911,  was  13,  nine  men, 
four  women.  Two  have  reimbursed  the  Town  for  their 
board.  The  third  party  from  whom  we  expected  a re- 
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turn  has  not  as  yet,  but  by  vote  of  the  Town  was  placed 
in  the  hands  of  Attorney  F.  I,  Babcock  and  the  case  is 
now  pending.  The  Board  feels  to  congratulate  itself  for 
the  good  showing  made  this  year,  considering  our  appro- 
priation was  cut  $1,000.00,  which  necessitated  very  care- 
ful figuring  to  bring  about  the  result.  We  do  not  know 
what  the  year  1911  will  bring  to  us,  but  we  feel  that  in 
justice  to  ourselves  and  the  work  of  the  department  we 
cannot  do  with  any  less  than  last  year.  Therefore,  we 
ask  for  $8,000.00  general  and  $500.00  medical  appropria- 
tion. The  Town  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  fact  of 
being  able  to  care  for  this  deparement  at  such  a com- 
paratively moderate  cost,  in  comparison  with  many 
other  towns  and  cities  of  about  equal  population.  The 
Town  is  growing  rapidly,  but  pauperism  does  increase 
by  very  near  the  same  proportion.  The  fact  of  there  be- 
ing no  open  saloons  in  our  midst,  the  curse  of  all  com- 
munities, to  our  mind  is  a large  factor  in  the  results  in- 
dicated. Mr.  Hager,  our  superintendent,  and  wife,  are 
still  with  us,  and  are  doing  good  work.  By  vote  of  the 
Town  all  departments  were  directed  to  make  a detailed 
statement  of  all  money  expended,  to  whom  and  for  what. 
We  have  tried  to  comply  with  that  vote  as  per  our 
financial  statement,  which  follows :

Report  of  the  Tree  Warden  for  1910 


To  the  citizens  of  Attleborough:  • 

I herewith  submit  my  report  of  work  done  during 
1910: 

During  the  summer  many  complaints  were  made  about 
the  condition  of  trees  in  the  central  streets  of  the  town. 
No  trimming  had  been  done  for  some  time  and  limbs  and 
foliage  were  obstructing  the  street  lights. 

After  a consultation  with  the  selectmen  I was  given 
authority  to  expend  a small  amount  of  money  for  trim- 
ming and  pruning.  We  went  through  several  streets, 
removing  limbs  that  had  grown  too  low,  and  in  some 
cases  removing  -dead  trees  that  were  a menace  to  public 
safety. 

In  order  to  keep  public  shade  trees  in  better  shape  it 
would  be  well  if  the  citizens  would  make  tome  provision 
for  trimming  each  year.  It  will  be  money  well  expended 
and  will  improve  the  trees  to  such  an  extent  that  they 
will  add  greatly  to  the  appearance  of  the  town.  I recom- 
mend a small  appropriation  for  this  work. 

The  work  accomplished  in  1910  follows : After  a hear- 

ing May  4 two  trees  in  front  of  the  new  postoffice  build- 
ing on  South  Main  st.  were  removed.  One  dead  trees  at 
103  Pleasant  street  was  also  removed,  one  at  25  Pearl 
street,  one  on  Union  street  and  one  on  Forest  street. 

After  a hearing  July  20  a big  elm  tree  on  Pleasant 
street,  opposite  the  Holman  property,  was  removed  by 
Wallace  Collum  for  $40.  Trees  on  the  following  streets 
were  trimmed : Robinson  avenue,  Browne  street,  High- 

land and  Cumberland  avenue,  South  Attleboro;  Bank’, 
Dean,  Peck,  Florence  and  Charles,  Walter,  Leroy,  Bene- 
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fit,  Hope,  Oak,  West,  from  Manchester  corner  to  Brady 
corner,  First,  Grove,  Morey,  Park,  Park  avenue,  Dun- 
ham, James,  Pine,  East,  Carpenter,  Manchester,  Hodges, 
John,  Pearl,  Hazel,  School,  County,  Summer,  Fifth, 
Third,  Fourth,  Prospect  and  South  Main.

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REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough: 

The  Water  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their 
eighteenth  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
SC  1910. 

Appended  will  be  found  the  report  of  the  Superintend- 
ent and  Registrar,  in  which  a detailed  statement  of  statis- 
tics pertaining  to  the  work  is  presented, 
v Mr.  W.  P.  Whittemore,  our  chief  engineer  at  the 
Pumping  Station,  resigned  August  1st,  on  account  of 
poor  health.  This  was  greatly  to  be  regretted,  as  he 
was  a man  of  sterling  qualities,  excellent  capabilities, 
and  had  long  experience  in  water  works  engineering.  He 
grew  gradually  weaker  and  died  September  23rd.  Mr. 
John  Joseph  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by 
his  resignation. 

The  most  important  undertaking  of  the  year  has  been 
the  further  development  of  the  present  source  of  supply 
by  the  construction  of  a storage  reservoir  on  the  branch 
brook,  which  joins  the  Seven  Mile  River  just  above 
Washington  street,  in  North  Attleborough.  The  neces- 
sity for  this  additional  storage  and  the  increase  in  the 
possible  daily  draft  from  the  supply,  resulting  from  the 
construction  of  this  reservoir,  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$83,000.00,  were  set  forth  in  our  last  annual  report. 

On  June  10th  bids  were  received  for  the  building  of 
the  dam  and  other  necessary  work  and  the  contract  was 
awarded  to  Bruno  & Petitti,  the  lowest  bidders.  Work 
was  immediately  begun  and  carried  along  until  stopped 
by  cold  weather  in  the  early  part  of  December.  At  this 
time  the  main  embankment  had  been  raised  to  about 
elevation  200.,  or  6 feet  below  the  finished  surface,  and 
the  slope  pavement  completed  to  elevation  191.  Up  to 
this  latter  elevation  water  can  be  held  in  the  coming 
spring,  or  a total  of  60,000,000  gallons.  On  January  18th 
the  reservoirs  had  filled  to  elevation  183.,  the  condition 
shown  by  the  views  herewith  presented.

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The  construction  of  the  dam  involved  the  excavation 
of  a core-wall  trench  below  the  natural  surface  to  rock 
or  other  satisfactory  material,  and  the  refilling  of  this 
trench  with  clay  puddle  to  serve  as  a cpt-ofif  of  under- 
ground leakage.  In  some  places  the  depth  of  this  trench 
exceeded  forty  (40)  feet  and,  as  practically  none  of  the 
embankment  could  be  placed  until  this  sub-surface  work 
was  done,  the  resulting  delay  prevented  the  completion 
of  the  contract  during  the  past  season. 

In  the  bottom  of  the  core-wall  trench  a.  concrete  bond- 
ing wall  was  constructed  on  the  rock  and  above  this  the 
trench  was  filled  with  selected  puddle  of  gravel  and  clay, 
fortunately  obtainable  within  the  limits  of  the  reservoir 
and  near  the  site  of  the  dam.  All  sheeting  was  removed 
and  the  puddle  placed  in  thin  layers  and  thoroughly 
spaded  and  compacted  in  the  trench.  Above  the  natural 
surface,  from  which  all  soil  was  stripped  until  the  hard- 
pan  was  exposed,  the  embankment  was  constructed  in 
six-inch  layers,  and  watered  and  rolled  by  a heavy 
grooved  roller,  the  necessary  water  being  obtained  from 
the  public  supply  of  North  Attleborough.  The  material 
obtainable  within  a short  distance  of  the  dam  and  within 
the  limits  of  the  reservoir  was  a hardpan  composed  of 
gravel  and  clay,  very  favorable  for  construction  of  a 
water-tight  embankment,  although  extremely  difficult  to 
excavate  and  requiring  the  use  of  explosives. 

In  the  re-location  of  Hoppin  Hill  Road  and  the  con- 
struction of  the  embankment  necessary  to  raise  this  road 
above  the  flow  line  of  the  reservoir,  the  material  for  fill- 
ing was  obtained  from  within  the  area  to  be  flooded,  in 
this  way  a very  considerable  portion  of  the  reservoir  be- 
ing stripped  of  surface  soil  at  no  extra  expense.  This 
road  is  completed  with  the  exception  of  the  final  sur- 
facing. 

The  work  remaining  to  be  done  includes  the  raising  of 
the  embankment  of  the  dam  about  six  feet,  the  comple- 
tion of  the  paving,  and  the  construction  of  the  Overflow- 
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weir,  outlet  channel  and  aerator,  and  the  general  trim- 
ming up  of  the  embankment  and  approaches.  The  cost 
of  the  work  will  be  about  $65,000.00,  not  including  land 
damages,  and  the  total  expenditure  well  .within  the  esti- 
mate given  in  our  report  of  last  year. 

The  necessity  for  this  additional  storage  has  been  again 
emphasized  by  the  small  rainfall  and  limited  runoff  of  the 
past  year,  which,  while  not  so  critical  as  in  the  preceding 
two  years,  has  made  it  necessary  to  pump  water  from 
Orr’s  Pond  158  hours,  during  twenty-five  days,  31,000,000 
gallons  being  drawn  from  this  pond  and  purified  by  pass- 
ing through  the  percolating  area  surrounding  the  wells 
That  this  amount  could  be  taken  from  Orr’s  Pond  with- 
out lowering  the  water  more  than  two  feet  below  the 
masonry  crest  of  the  dam  (el.  94.5)  was  due  to  the  flash- 
boards,  which  have  been  erected  and  which  raised  the 
pond  level  twenty-two  inches  above  the  crest  of  the  dam. 
The  advantage  of  this  increased  storage,  thus  demon- 
strated, suggested  the  advisability  of  permanently  rais- 
ing the  dam  and  so  avoiding  the  constant  expense  of  re- 
pairing and  replacing  wooden  dashboards,  and  in  Novem- 
ber, when  the  pond  had  been  drawn  down,  this  work  was 
undertaken.  For  seventy-five  feet  of  the  ninety-foot 
length  of  the  dam  the  crest  has  been  raised  two  feet  by 
a concrete  parapet.  In  the  remaining  fifteen  feet  the  old 
crest  was  cut  down  eighteen  inches,  and  a sluiceway  three 
feet  six  inches  deep,  controlled  by  a wooden  gate  which  is 
operated  by  a mechanical  lifting  device,  supported  on  an 
overhead  concrete  beam,  has  been  provided.  By  this 
arrangement  storm  flows  can  be  controlled  without  flood- 
ing land  adjacent  to  the  pond,  and  at  the  .same  time  the' 
water  can  be  held  to  a level  two  feet  above  that  of  the 
old  crest.  The  increased  storage,  including  that  in  the 
surrounding  ground,  is  probably  not  less  than  40,000,000 
gallons,  or  in  other  words  the  effective  storage  of  Orr’s 
Pond  has  been  practically  doubled,  with  a result  that 
125,000  to  150,000  gallons  has  been  added  to  the  possible

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daily  draft  from  the  source  of  supply.  The  cost  of  this 
work  will  probably  be  about  $1,500.00. 

We  cannot  too  strongly  emphasize  the  value  of  the 
percolating  area  adjacent  to  the  wells.  Without  this 
means  of  purification,  thereby  making  it  possible  to 
utilize  the  storage  in  Orr’s  Pond,  the  town  would  have 
experienced  a shortage  of  supply  during  each  of  the  last 
three  years,  as  has  Teen  actually  the  case  in  many  com- 
munities owing  to  the  extremely  low  rainfall  and  runoff.  # 
Reference  to  the  table  of  analyses  by  the  State  Board  o'fj 
Health,  presented  in  another  page  of  this  report,  shows 
that  the  water  thus  purified  by  passing  through  the  per- 
colating area  has  been  of  a quality  equally  as  good  as  the 
natural  ground  water.  There  can  be  no  question  that  the 
money  expended  in  the  development  of  this  means  of 
purification  has  been  well  justified. 

The  pumping  plant  continues  in  excellent  condition, 
the  Barr  pump  showing  good  economy  and  the  Deane 
being  held  in  reserve  for  use  in  case  of  accident  to  the 
higher  duty  apparatus. 

During  the  year  several  minor  leaks  in  the  stand  pipe 
were  repaired  by  grouting,  done  by  air  pressure  with 
the  tank  full.  That  no  mistake  was  made  in  the  choice 
of  reinforced  concrete  for  this  structure  is  shown  by  the 
number  of  tanks  built  of  the  same  material  during  the 
past  year,  as  a result  of  our  experience. 

The  growth  of  the  system  is  well  indicated  bv  the  ex- 
tensions made  during  the  year,  3.58  miles  of  mains  hav- 
ing been  laid  and  30  hydrants  placed,  additions  equiva- 
lent to  about  6%  of  the  previously  existing  pipe  line  and 
hydrants.  The -use  of  the  automobile,  as  shown  by  the 
report  of  the  Superintendent,  ha:s  been  of  great  benefit 
in  attending  to  repairs  of  the  pipe  system  promptly  and 
in  the  saving  of  labor.  Under  these  conditions  we  be- 
lieve it  would  be  an  advantage  to  have  one  more  in  the 
department. 

The  consumption  of  water  has  increased  during  the 
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year,  but  probably  not  to  a greater  .extent  than  justified 
by  legitimately  increasing  use.  The  fact  that  the  per 
capita  requirement  is  only  50.5  gallons  per  day  indicates 
the  pipe  system  to  be  in  good  condition  and  the  meter 
service  a valuable  factor  in  the  conservation  of  the 
supply. 

Not  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  any  personal  credit, 
but  that  the  citizens  of  Attleborough  may  better  appre- 
ciate how  great  an  asset  the  water  service  is  to  the  town, 
compared  to  that  furnished  in  other  communities,  we  in- 
vite a mental  valuation  of  the  local  plant. 

In  the  first  place  the  water*  in  point  of  purity  and  in 
freedom  from  color,  odor,  hardness  or  iron,  is  of  a charac- 
ter which  in  many  communities  is  daily  purchased  by 
householders  from  venders  of  spring  waters.  Here 
spring  water  or  its  equivalent  runs  from  every  faucet. 
Again  it  is  to  be  noted  that  the  pipe  system  is  relatively 
new,  and  its  present  value  at  least  equal  to  its  original 
cost.  Further,  ample  storage  has  been  provided  at  such 
an  elevation  and  the  pipe  system  is  of  such  capacity  that, 
with  the  maximum  number  of  hose  streams  in  use,  eighty 
pounds  pressure  can  be  maintained  at  the  hydrants, 
without  running  the  pumps,  a fire  service  duplicated  in 
few  cities  and  one  which  guarantees  a security  from  con- 
flagration losses  difficult  to  estimate  in  actual  value.  Be- 
yond this,  a comparison  of  operating  charges  and  water 
rates  prove  that  the  local  service  is  cheaply  furnished,  a 
result  made  possible  by  conservation  of  the  supply  and 
reduction  in  the  amount  pumped  by  the  existence  of  a 
pipe  system  free  from  leakage  and  a meter  service  care- 
fully maintained. 

For  several  years  we  have  called  your  attention  to  the 
inadequate  recognition  of  the  fire  protection  rendered  by 
the  water  plant.  The  $6,000.00  appropriated  by  the 
Town  does  not  express  the  value  of  this  service  to  prop- 
erty generally  and  independent  of  the  actual  water  con- 
sumed. It  is  not  fair  to  consumers  to  require  them  to 
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pay  for  the  protection  of.  property  which  may  contribute 
little  or  nothing  to  the  department.  JSuoh  protection 
can  only  be  expressed  by  an  allowance  for  hydrants  fur- 
nished and,. if  instead  of  $6,000.00  yearly  or  the  equiva- 
lent of  $12.00  per  hydrant,  a larger  sum  were  granted  the 
Water  Department,  the  rates  to  consumers  could  be 
lowered,  and  the  benefits  derived  from  the  system  more 
equitably  expressed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Water  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen — Complying  with  the  town  ordinance,  I 
hereby  respectfully  submit  to  you  the  Superintendent’s 
eighteenth  annual  report  for  the  year  1910  : 

Distribution  System. 

This  year  there  have  been  3 7 extensions  of  main  pipe 
on  34  streets.  Of  these  15  were  under  guarantees,  the 
others  where  the  income  was  sufficient  to  c'over  5%,  or 
to  connect  up  dead  ends.  These  extensions  amounted  to 
18,887  feet  or  3.58  miles,  which  is  6,445  feet  more  than  in 
1910,  or  1.22  miles,  showing  an  unusual  amount  for  the 
year. 

The  longest  extensions  are  Robinson  avenue,  4,550 
feet  of  six-inch  pipe;  Lindsey  street,  2,213  feet  of  six- 
inch  pipe;  Mendon  road,  1,624  feet  of  six-inch  pipe; 
County  street,  1,387  feet  of  six-inch  pipe;  Pond  street, 
849  feet  of  six-inch  pipe  ; and  Lamb  street,  1,088  feet  of 
eight-inch  pipe.  Guarantees  were  given  for  extensions 
on  Pond  street,  Leedham  street  and  Brown  street,  which 
will  be  laid  the  coming  year. 

The  requests  for  extensions  are  rapidly  increasing, 
owing  to  the  number  of  new  plats  laid  out.  There  is 
every  indication  of  a rapid  growth  in  the  south  part  of 
the  town-off  Washington  street,  although  it  is  impossible 
at  this  time  to  estimate  what  the  demands  will  be. 

The  cost  of  extensions  in  1910  was  $20,008.28,  and  it 
is  reasonable  to  assume  that  it  will  require  an  equal 
amount  the  coming  year.

I wish  at  this  time  to  warn  those  who  are  building  or 
piping  houses  to  avoid  the  use  of  galvanized  iron  pipe  or 
galvanized  range  boilers  if  they  wish  to  prevent  rust  in 
water,  which  invariably  is  caused  by  galvanized  pipes. 
It  is  a well  known  fact  that  the  town  water  acts  on  gal- 
vanized or  lead  pipe.  The  department,  in  their  part  of 
the  service,  use  cement  and  tin-lined  pipe  and  if  the  same 
or  some  other  non-corrosive  material  were  used  inside 
the  house  the  rusty  water  would  be  eliminated.  The  rust 
is  more  noticeable  during  the  months  of  August,  Sep- 
tember and  October,  when  the  temperature  of  the  water 
is  the  highest,  and  for  this  reason  the  rust  is  more 
noticeable  in  the  hot  water  fixtures  than  in  the  cold. 

Hydrants. 

Thirty  hydrants  have  been  added,  making  a total  of 
450  public  hydrants.  One  old  hydrant  was  replaced. 
Total  number  of  private  hydrants,  18.  All  have  been  in- 
spected and  flushed  at  regular  intervals  during  the  sum- 
mer months  and  a record  of  the  same  kept.  A complete 
list  of  the  locations  of  all  hydrants  is  found  in  this  re- 
port. 
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Leaks. 

Total  number  of  leaks,  4 7.  Of  these  23  were  service 
leaks,  7 hydrants,  6 gates  and  11  leaks  on  main  pipe. 
Considering  the  mileage  of  pipe  and  the  number  of  serv- 
ices, it  shows  an  exceptionally  small  number  of  leaks.  On 
the  mains  one  to  every  1.5  miles  and  services  one  to 
every  100. 

Gate  Valves. 

Number  of  new  gates,  35 ; gate  boxes,  58.  There  have 
been  very  few  complaints  this  year  of  gate  boxes  pro- 
jecting above  grade.  The  department  has  looked  after 
them  very  carefully  and  the  curbing  of  sidewalks  has 
been  a great  help.  We  should  consider  it  a favor  to  be 
notified  of  any  that  are  dangerous  to  travel.

Pumping  Station. 

The  interior  of  the  station  has  been  painted  and  is  now 
in  a very  clean  and  neat  condition.  The  grounds  about 
the  station  have  been  well  cared  for  and  I believe  in  the 
near  future  more  grading  should  be  done  and  more 
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shrubbery  added  so  as  to  make  attractive  grounds.  The 
pumping  machinery  and  boilers  are  in  good  condition. 

I believe  it  well  at  this  time  to  state  the  advantage 
the  automobile  service  has  been  to  the  department.  We 
have  been  able  to  attend  promptly  to  leaks  and  meter 
troubles  in  all  parts  of  the  town  and  save  much  expense 
in  labor,  besides  the  accommodation  it  has  been  to  the 
public,  and  should  recommend  one  more  to  be  added  to 
the  department  and  keep  only  one  horse.  Comparing  the 
team  account  of  1909  with  1910,  which  includes  the  cost 
of  the  auto-truck,  it  only  increased  $95.53,  and  the  de- 
crease in  the  maintenance  pay  roll  account  for  the  same 
period  was  $870.55,  showing  a saving  of  $775.02. 

The  work  at  the  new  reservoir  and  at  Orr’s  Pond-  has 
occupied  a large  part  of  my  time.  During  the  early  part 
of  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  travel  over  a large  sec- 
tion of  the  towns  of  Attleboro,  'North  Attleboro,  Wren- 
tham  and  Norton,  investigating  possible  sources  of  sup- 
ply. After  deciding  our  new  source,  Hoppin  Hill,  it  has 
required  considerable  time  and  travel,  as  the  reservoir 
site  is  six  miles  from  Attleboro  centre.  The  work  on  the 
new  reservoir  and  Orr’s  dam  is  fully  explained  in  the 
Commissioners’  report.

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REPORT  OF  WATER  REGISTRAR 

December  31,  1910 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Water  Commissioners. 

Gentlemen — The  eighteenth  annual  report  of  the 
Water  Registrar,  covering  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1910,  is  herewith  submitted. 

Total  collections  from  all  sources,  $46,492.11;  the 
amount  from  water  rates,  $40,936.65 ; showing  a gain 
over  1909  of  $3,607.21. 

Every  water  bill  has  been  collected  except  four, 
amounting  to  $61.86,  and  the  greater  part  of  this  is  for 
service  pipe  laid.  In  all  of  the  cases  the  water  is  shut  off 
for  non-payment  and  three  of  them  are  in  litigation  at 
present.  This  makes  the  eighth  consecutive  year  that 
every  water  bill  has  been  collected  or  the  water  shut  off 
and  in  this  time  every  bill  has  finally  been  paid,  so 
there  has  been  no  loss  to  the  department. 

I think  this  is  a record  that  should  be  appreciated  by 
every  taxpayer,  and  I wish  to  thank  the  consumers  for 
their  co-operation  in  making  this  record  possible.

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ATTLEBOROUGH  WATER  WORKS 

WATER  ORDINANCES 


Section  i.  Water  Commissioners  shall,  at  their  first 
meeting,  after  the  annual  Town  election,  choose  from 
their  number  a chairman.  Two  members  shall  be  a 
quorum  for  the  exercise  of  the  powers  and  performance 
of  the  duties  of  the  Water  Commissioners.  The  Com- 
missioners may  appoint  and  remove  at  their  discretion 
a clerk,  who  shall  also  be  Water  Registrar,  a superin- 
tendent and  such  employees  or  agents  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  and  may  prescribe  their  duties.  They  may 
fix  the  salaries  of  such  clerk,  employees  and  agents  sub- 
ject to  the  instructions  and  control  of  the  Town. 

Sec.  2.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  the  exclusive 
and  entire  charge,  superintendence  and  oversight  of  all 
land,  structures,  works  and  apparatus  designed  and  pro- 
vided for  obtaining  and  supplying  pure  water  for  the 
uses  of  the  Town.  They  shall  have  the  exclusive  control 
and  management  of  the  uses,  repairs  and  extensions  of 
such  work  and  structures,  whether  newly  determined 
upon  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  3.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  control  and 
jurisdiction  over  all  sources  of  supply  possessed  by  the 
Town,  and  all  lands  appurtenant  thereto,  owned  or  law- 
fully controlled  by  the  Town,  and  they  may  exercise  all 
rights  as  to  entry  upon  and  passage  over  private  prem- 
ises which  are  now  or  may  become  vested  in  the  Town, 
belonging  or  relating  to  the  management  of  the  water 
works  and  supply  of  water. 

Sec.  4.  The  Water  Board  shall  use  diligent  care  for 
the  protection  and  security  of  all  sources  of  water  from 
which  a supply  is  obtained,  so  that  the  purity  thereof 
may  not  be  impaired. 

Sec.  5.  The  Water  Board  shall,  as  often  as  once  in 
each  calendar  month,  meet  and  examine  all  bills  and 
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claims  incurred  by  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  duty 
and  all  claims  approved  shall  be  certified  by  them  before 
payment  of  the  same  by  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Water  Board  shall  keep  a full  record  of  their 
proceedings,  and  they  shall,  at  the  annual  Town  meeting 
make  a report  in  detail  to  the  Town  of  their  official  acts 
and  doings  for  the  year  preceding,  with  estimates  of 
expenditures  and  receipts  for  the  year  succeeding,  and 
such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  may  seem  to 
them  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town. 

Sec.  6.  The  Water  Board  shall  make  all  proper 
arrangements  for  the  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  use 
at  fires,  and  for  furnishing  the  same  in  the  most  efficient 
and  suitable  manner.  They  shall,  in  consultation  with 
the  Selectmen,  arrange  for  such  supply  of  water  as  may 
be  required  for  operating  any  public  fountains,  or  orna- 
mental public  water  works,  for  flushing  and  cleansing 
public  sewers  and  drains,  for  sprinkling  streets,  and  for 
any  other  use  clearly  distinct  from  that  of  ordinary 
water  takers. 

Sec.  7.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  exclusive  charge 
of  the  supply  of  water,  may  make  all  the  necessary 
arrangements  therefor,  and  such  rules  and  regulations 
and  rates  as  they  may  deem  to  be  judicious. 

Sec.  8.  The  following  rules  and  regulations  are 
hereby  established,  and,  together  with  such  rules,  regu- 
lations and  rates  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  made  by 
the  Water  Board,  under  the  authority  of  the  preceding 
section,  shall  be  considered  a part  of  the  contract  with 
every  person  who  takes  the  water,  and  the  fact  of  taking 
shall  be  considered  as  expressing  assent  on  the  part  of 
the  taker  to  be  bound  thereby. 

Whenever  any  of  them  is  violated,  although  two  or 
more  parties  may  receive  the  water  through  the  same 
pipe,  the  water  shall  be  cut  off  and  not  let  on  again 
except  by  order  of  the  Water  Board,  and  on  payment 
of  one  dollar,  and  in  case  of  such  violation,  any  payment 
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for  the  water  by  the  person  committing  such  violation 
shall  be  forfeited. 

Rules  and  Regulations. 

1.  Application  for  the  use  of  water  must  be  made 
in  writing  at  the  office  of  the  Water  Registrar  in  the 
prescribed  form,  and  must  state  fully  and  truly  the  use 
which  it  is  to  be  applied. 

No  water  shall  be  supplied  by  takers  to  persons  not 
entitled  to  its  use. 

2.  All  persons  taking  the  water  shall  keep  the  service 
pipes  within  their  premises  in  good  repair  and  protected 
from  frost  at  their  own  expense,  and  they  shall  be  held 
liable  for  all  damages  resulting  from  their  failure  to  do 
so.  They  shall  provide  a stop  and  waste  cock,  to  be 
properly  located  inside  the  building,  and  have  the  pipes 
so  arranged  that  the  water  can  be  drawn  from  them 
whenever  there  is  danger  of  its  freezing. 

3.  They  shall  prevent  all  voluntary  waste  of  water, 
and  shall  not  allow  water  to  run  through  their  fixtures 
to  prevent  freezing,  and  there  shall  be  no  concealment 
of  the  purpose  for  which  the  water  is  used. 

4.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  any  of  the  pipes 
or  fixtures  inserted  by  the  Town  except  by  persons 
authorized  by  the  Water  Board,  who  shall  be  allowed 
to  enter  the  premises  to  examine  the  apparatus,  the 
quantity  of  water  used  and  the  manner  of  its  use  and  to 
ascertain  whether  there  is  any  unnecessary  waste. 

5.  The  Town  reserves  to  itself  the  right,  whenever 
the  Water  Board  deems  it  necessary  to  repair  the  works, 
to  shut  off  the  water  in  whole  or  in  part. 

6.  The  Water  Registrar  or  Superintendent,  or  their 
agents  or  assistants  may  enter  the  premises  of  any  water 
taker  to  examine  the  quantity  used  and  the  manner  of 
its  use  and  to  cut  off  the  water  for  non-payment  of  rent 
or  fines,  or  any  violations  of  these  regulations  or  for  any 
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other  necessary  purpose  connected  with  the  discharge  of 
their  duties. 

7.  Owners  shall  be  responsible  for  water  supplied  to 
their  premises.  When  water  is  supplied  to  more  than 
one  taker  through  a single  service,  the  bill  may  be  made 
either  to  the  owner  of  the  estate  or  by  the  direction  of 
the  owner  to  the  tenants ; but  in  case  of  non-payment 
the  water  may  be  shut  off.  notwithstanding  one  or  more 
takers  may  have  paid  their  proportion  to  such  owner  or 
the  Town. 

8.  A taker  may  be  required  at  any  time  to  attach  to 
the  service  pipe  of  his  premises  a meter  of  suitable  size, 
when  at  the  discretion  of  the  Water  Board  it  seems  for 
the  interest  of  the  Town.  And  in  all  such  cases  the  rates 
for  the  current  year  shall  be  adjusted  by  the  meter  read- 
ings, even  if  a bill  by  fixture  rates  has  already  been 
settled. 

9.  All  service  pipe  and  stop  cocks  will  be  supplied 
and  put  down  to  the  sidewalk  line  by  the  Town.  All 
work  beyond  the  sidewalk  line  shall  be  done  under  the 
direction  and  approval  of  the  Water  Board  by  the  water 
taker  and  at  his  expense  both  for  labor  and  material. 

10.  In  all  cases  of  non-payment  for  water  rent  in 
thirty  days  after  the  same  is  due,  or  violating  the  above 
rules  the  water-  may  be  shut  off.  The  sum  of  $1  will  be 
charged  for  letting  it  on. 

11.  Since  January  1,  1902,  no  person  or  persons 
are  allowed  to  connect  two  or  more  houses  together 
through  one  service  connection  with  the  main  water  pipe 
unless  by  special  permit  from  the  Water  Board;  and  if 
any  are  so  connected  in  the  future  without  permission 
the  water  may  be  shut  off  from  the  service  in  use  until 
a new  service  connection  is  made  with  the  connecting 
house. 

On  all  services  where  two  or  more  houses  are  now 
connected  through  one  service  the  owner  shall  not  have 
the  benefit  of  the  sliding  scale  of  water  rates  until  the 
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average  of  each  house  so  connected  amounts  to  the  same 
as  allowed  by  the  same  rates  for  a single  house. 

12.  The  Water  Board  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to 
shut  off  the  water  at  the  street  service  from  the  property 
of  any  person  or  persons  disconnecting  or  taking  out  a 
water  meter  on  their  premises  without  permission,  and 
water  so  turned  off  shall  not  be  let  on  again  until  a 
satisfactory  settlement  for  same  offense  is  made  with  the 
W^ater  Board. 

13.  All  persons  or  firms  wishing  to  have  private  hy- 
drants or  sprinklers  connected  with  the  town  water 
supply  shall  make  application  to  the  Water  Board  and 
sign  an  application  for  same,  by  which  they  agree  to 
comply  with  the  by-laws  of  the  department,  and  also  file 
a plan  of  piping  for  the  entire  system  and  the  water  will 
not  be  turned  on  until  the  system  is  inspected  by  the 
Board  or  their  representatives. 

The  Water  Board  shall  inspect  the  system  as  often 
as  they  deem  necessary,  and  if  any  repairs  are  necessary 
they  shall  be  made  by  them  at  the  expense  of  the  owner. 

All  outside  piping  connecting  with  the  Town  system 
shall  be  laid  by  the  Water  Department  at  the  expense 
of  the  owner. 

All  valves  and  private  hydrants  shall  be  sealed  by  the 
Water  Department. 

14.  All  persons  or  firms  having  private  fire  connec- 
tions for  sprinklers  and  private  hydrants  on  the  premises 
or  in  buildings  are  forbidden  to  use  the  water  for  any 
purpose  excepting  fires,  and  shall  not  open  any  private 
hydrant  in  or  out  of  the  building  for  any  other  pur- 
poses, excepting  fire,  unless  by  permission  of  the  Water 
Board. 

For  any  violation  of  this  by-law  the  Water  Board  may 
impose  a fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  and  not  more  than 
$20.00. 

If  water  is  used  for  any  other  purposes  than  for  fires 
the  Water  Board  shall  estimate  the  amount  so  used 
and  shall  charge  regular  rates. 
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If  the  fine  or  bill  for  water  is  not  paid  when  presented 
the  Water  Board  may  shut  off  the  water  furnished  the 
private  hydrants  o*r  sprinklers  from  the  town  supply 
until  such  fine  or  bill  for  water  is  paid  and  the  sum  of 
two  dollars  shall  be  charged  for  turning  it  on. 

15.  All  services  shall  be  laid  by  the  Water  Board 
from  the  sidewalk  to  the  cellar  at  the  expense  of  .the 
owner.  The  Water  Board  may  make  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  the  owner’s  part  and  may  demand  a deposit  for 
the  same  before  laying  the  pipe. 

Applicants  wishing  a service  pipe  laid  when  there  is 
frost  in  the  ground  shall  pay  the  extra  expense  caused 
by  the  frost,  on  the  part  laid  by  the  town. 

16.  Applications  for  extensions  of  mains  through 
private  ways  or  grounds  shall  in  no  case  be  granted  un- 
less the  owner  thereof  executes  a proper  instrument 
securing  to  the  town  the  right  of  permanent  occupation, 
free  from  any  acts  of  interference  that  shall  affect  the 
safety  of  the  pipe,  and  securing  to  the  department  free 
right  of  entrance  for  purposes  of  inspection  and  main- 
tenance. 

1 7.  The  town  pond,  South  Attleborough,  shall  be 
open  for  fishing,  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  to  residents  of 
the  Town  of  Attleborough  only,  upon  application  at  the 
water  office  for  permission.  No  fishing  through  the  ice 
will  be  allowed.  There  shall  be  no  dead  fish  left  around 
the  pond  or  thrown  into  the  water.  No  nuisances  -shall 
be  committed  around  the  pond  or  from  boats,  and  every 
care  shall  be  taken  by  persons  fishing  not  to  contaminate 
the  purity  of  the  water.  Persons  having  permits  shall 
show  them  to  any  officer  of  the  Town  or  Water  Depart- 
ment when  called  upon  to  do  so.  Anyone  caught  fishing 
without  a permit,  or  in  any  may  violating  this  by-law, 
will  be  refused  permission  to  fish  and  will  be  prosecuted 
to  the  full  extent  of  the  law. 

Sec.  9.  The  water  rates  and  meter  rents  shall  be  pay- 
able semi-annually  in  advance  on  the  first  days  of  Janu- 
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ary  and  July  of  each  year.  All  charges  for  specific 
supplies  or  supplies  for  fractional  parts  of  the  year  shall 
be  payable  in  advance  and  before  the  water  is  let  on.  In 
all  cases  when  the  consumption  of  water  is  ascertained 
by  meters,  any  excess  of  the  minimum  rates  shall  be 
payable  annually,  quarterly  or  monthly,  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  Water  Board.  Bills  for  the  same  shall  be 
due  when  rendered. 

Sec.  io.  If  any  person  shall  turn  on  or  turn  off  the 
water  in  any  public  water  pipes  or  reservoirs  without  the 
license  of  the  Water  Board  he  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty 
of  not  less  than  $3  nor  more  than  $20  upon  conviction 
thereof  before  a trial  justice  or  court  having  jurisdiction 
of  offenses  arising  under  town  by-laws.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough: 

We  herewith  submit  the  report  of  our  board  for  the 
financial  year  ending  December  31,  1910,  and  we  wish  to 
thank  the  citizens  of  the  town  for  their  loyal  support 
and  the  generous  appropriation  for  the  schools.  The 
Committee  has  labored  harmoniously  during  the  entire 
year  with  but  one  object  in  view,  namely,  the  welfare 
and  education  of  our  boys  and  girls. 

No  radical  changes  have  been  made  in  our  department 
during  the  year  just  closed.  A beginning  in  Manual 
Training  has  been  made  by  the  opening  of  a school  one 
day  a week  in  the  South  Main  street  building  under  a 
special  instructor  for  the  boys  of  the  eighth  grades.  We 
trust  that  the  Town  will  soon  provide  a suitable  High 
School  building  so  that  this  work  may  be  extended  to 
the  High  School,  thereby  better  fitting  our  graduates 
whose  school  life  ends  with  the  High  School  to  go  out 
into  the  world  into  competition  with  the  graduates  from 
other  cities  and  towns. 

On  account  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils 
taking  the  Commercial  Course  in  the  High  School,  we 
have  been  obliged  to  add  another  teacher  to  that  depart- 
ment. 

One  room  has  been  added  to  the  Hebronville  build- 
ing and  the  heating  and  ventilating  changed  so  that  all 
of  the  pupils  below  the  seventh  grade,  including  the  kin- 
dergarten, are  housed  under  one  roof.  The  pupils  of  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  are  still  brought  to  the 
center.  The  grounds  have  been  graded,  the  walks  con- 
creted, and  a small  strip  each  side  of  the  walk  loamed, 
which,  with  the  addition  of  a few  shrubs,  will  greatly  im- 
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prove  the  appearance  without  materially  decreasing  the 
size  of  the  playgrounds. 

At  South  Attleboro  the  ventilating  and  heating  sys- 
tem has  been  changed  and  a new  heater  added,  so  that 
the  entire  building  is  now  properly  heated  and  ven- 
tilated. 

At  Sanford  Street  the  grammar  building  has  been 
cut  off  from  the  heating  system  of  the  large  building, 
new  heaters  installed,  and  the  entire  building  ven- 
tilated. The  center  building  is  being  heated  with 
the  boiler  formerly  used  for  the  entire  plant,  and 
the  entire  building  including  halls  and  recitation 
rooms  is  now  properly  heated  and  ventilated.  The 
school  room  in  the  small  building  has  been  venti- 
lated and  is  heated  from  the  same  boiler  as  the  middle 
building.  While  the  entire  work  has  cost  more  than  the 
special  appropriation  made  by  the  town,  we' have  taken 
the  overdraft,  as  was  agreed  at  the  Town  Meeting,  from 
our  incidental  and  repair  account. 

The  Bliss  School  fence  has  been  built  within  the  ap- 
propriation. 

The  Plat  School  still  continues  to  fall  behind  the 
promises  of  the  residents  of  that  section.  Only  about 
one-half  the  number  of  pupils  promised  has  appeared 
so  only  one  room  in  that  building  is  used  at  present. 

We  have  carefully  gone  over  the  needs  of  the  depart- 
ment and  we  would  recommend  an  appropriation  of 
$78,400.00  with  the  receipts  of  the  department  and  the 
dog  fund  to  meet  the  expenses  for  the  year. 

On  account  of  the  large  number  of  pupils  transported 
from  Lona  Cut  district,  so-called,  the  rapid  growth  of 
the  town  in  that  direction,  and  the  fact  that  the  few 
available  sites  suitable  for  a school  lot  are  rapidly  being 
taken  for  building  purposes,  we  would  recommend  that 
the  town  purchase  a school  lot  in  that  vicinity. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  the  town  make  a 
start  this  year  towards  the  erection  of  a new  High 
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School  building  by  the  purchase  of  a lot,  at  least,  and  if 
thought  best,  by  preparing  plans  for  the  building.

The  loss  of  138  as  indicated  above  was  due  to  the 
opening  of  a parochial  school  in  connection  with  St. 
Joseph’s  Church,  which  took  nearly  200  pupils  from  the 
public  schools.  This  fall,  however,  we  have  practically 
the  same  numbers  we  had  before  the  parochial  school 
was  opened,  our  largest  membership  being  for  the  month 
of  October,  2352,  and  our  average  membership  for  the 
fall  term  being  2340.

Conditions  for  doing  good  work  this  year  as  last  are  ex- 

cellent. The  average  number  of  pupils  per  room  in  the 
center  of  the  town  is  40,  and  in  the  outlying  schools,  30. 
Four  primary  rooms  were  crowded  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  but  two  were  relieved  by  transferring  pupils, 
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and  in  the  other  two  the  number  has  been  gradually  re- 
duced by  pupils  leaving  school  so  that  at  present  no 
room  is  crowded. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  this  year  to  improve  the 
work  of  the  schools  and  to  increase  their  efficiency  by 
making  a general  effort  to  arouse  the  pupils  to  greater 
self-activity.  “The  watchwords  of  modern  education  are 
self-activity,  self-expression,  self-development,  self-reli- 
ance and  self-control.”  To  lead  pupils  to  think  for 
themselves,  to  act  for  themselves,  to  judge  for  them- 
selves, to  set  for  themselves  a high  standard  of  attain- 
ment, and  to  decide  for  themselves  whether  they  have 
succeeded  in  attaining  to  that  standard,  to  rely  more  up- 
on themselves  and  less  upon  their  teachers,  to  work  to 
the  best  of  their  ability  and  to  be  satisfied  with  nothing 
less  than  that, — in  short,,  to  make  the  development  of 
the  child  instead  of  the  acquisition  of  knowledge  the  end 
of  education,  is  the  high  ideal  that  we  have  placed 
before  us. 

We  can  realize  this  ideal  only  so  far  as  we  are  able  to 
create  in  the  pupils  a strong,  deep,  abiding  interest  in 
their  school  work.  One  class  of  eighth  grade  boys  in 
manual  training  began  work  twenty  minutes  before  one 
o’clock  and  were  sorry  to  leave  at  twenty  minutes  past 
four,  although  they  could  have  left  at  half  past  two  had 
they  so  desired.  Interest  of  this  kind,  that  carries  the 
pupils  over  into  intense,  earnest  effort  seems  to  be  want- 
ing in  most  branches  of  school  work,  and  yet,  without  it, 
the  results  fall  far  short  of  what  they  ought  to  be.  To 
arouse  more  of  this  interest  and  to  secure  better  results 
through  its  manifestation  in  the  self-activity  of  the  child 
is  our  constant  aim  this  year. 

Manual  Training. 

In  October,  1909,  the  Committee  voted  to  provide 
manual  training  for  the  boys  of  the  eighth  grade. 
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Through  a fund  raised  by  some  of  the  ladies  of  the  town 
several  years  ago,  amounting  with  interest  to  $112.52, 
the  necessary  equipment  was  procured  and  the  South 
Main  Street  School  fitted  up  for  the  purpose.  The  boys 
from  all  the  eighth  grades  in  town  come  to  this  school 
on  Friday  for  instruction,  the  lessons  being  nearly  one 
hour  and  a half  in  length.  The  work  was  successful 
from  the  start.  The  results  as.  exhibited  last  June  were 
highly  complimented,  although  the  class  had  worked 
only  six  months.  This  year,  with  a full  year’s  instruc- 
tion, results  should  be  better  than  last  year.  The  boys 
are  intensely  interested  in  the  work,  some  of  them  be- 
ginning work  in  the  afternoon  thirty  or  forty  minutes 
before  the  regular  time,  and  remaining  till  the  last  min- 
ute before  leaving. 

The  next  step  should  be  to  continue  this  work  in  the 
high  school.  A canvass  of  the  present  eighth  grade 
should  be  made  later  in  the  year,  and  if  a sufficient  num- 
ber of  those  who  will  enter  the  high  school  desire  to  con- 
tinue the  work,  arrangements  should  be  made  for  them 
to  do  so.  Our  present  school,  with  some  additional 
equipment,  could  probably  be  used  for  such  high  school 
classes.  The  report  of  the  teacher  of  manual  training 
suggests  a suitable  outline  for  such  work. 


Sewing. 

Not  less  important  than  the  introduction  of  manual 
training  for  the  boys,  was  the  action  of  the  Committee  in 
providing  for  a teacher  of  sewing  for  the  girls  in  grades 
V,  VI,  VII,  VIII.  The  work  in  sewing  was  begun  in 
1905,  when  it  was  voted  to  allow  one  hour  a week  to  be 
used  for  sewing  in  these  grades.  The  teachers  took  up 
the  new  work  with  great  interest  and  enthusiasm,  meet- 
ing to  discuss  and  outline  the  work,  and  continued  the 
work  until  this  fall,  when  through  the  help  of  the  trus- 
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tees  of  Richardson  School  Fund,  it  was  possible  to  pro- 
vide a special  teacher  for  the  subject.  The  results  of 
the  work  thus  far  have  been  excellent.  The  girls  are  as 
interested  in  sewing  as  the  boys  are  in  manual  training, 
the  work  of  both  being  highly  appreciated  by  the 
parents. 


Individual  Instruction. 

Since  April,  1906,  we  have  had  in  each  of  our  large 
schools  a special  teacher  for  the  purpose  of  helping  those 
pupils  who  for  any  reason  have  difficulty  in  keeping  up 
with  their  class.  Pupils  promoted  on  trial,  pupils  absent 
on  account  of  illness,  foreign-born  children  who  have 
difficulty  in  understanding  the  English  language,  pupils 
who  have  not  grasped  a subject  from  the  explanation 
given  in  the  class, — all  these  have  been  helped  by  the 
special  teachers.  It  is  impossible  to  state  definitely  just 
how  many  pupils  have  been  saved  from  being  put  back  a 
grade,  or  how  much  the  standard  of  the  schools  has  been 
raised  by  this  instruction,  but  from  such  information  as  I 
have  I believe  the  work  is  well  worth  what  it  costs.  To 
save  a year  in  the  educational  life  of  a child  means  a 
great  deal  for  the  child,  besides  being  economical  for 
the  town. 

Out  of  a total  of  1,919  pupils  in  school  last  June,  ex- 
cluding the  kindergarten  and  the  high  school,  209  failed 
of  promotion,  and  204  were  promoted  conditionally.  Of 
those  who  failed  of  promotion,  there  were  183,  and  of 
those  promoted  on  trial,  181,  in  school  in  September. 
The  following  tables  show  how  these  pupils  were  dis- 
tributed and  where  the  loss  in  numbers  from  June  to 
September  occurred :

Since  September  some  of  those  who  failed  of  promo- 
tion in  June  have  left  school,  so  that  we  have  in  school 
at  the  present  time  about  175  pupils,  about  eight  per 
cent,  of  our  present  enrollment  in  the  grades  mentioned, 
who  are  repeating  the  work  that  they  had  last  year.  If  we 
consider  the  cost  of  educating  one  pupil  at  $30  per  year, 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  cost  of  educating  these  175  pupils 
for  one  year  is  $5,250.  Consequently,  if  individual  in- 
struction tends  to  keep  pupils  up  to  grade  and  serves  to 
prevent  them  ‘from  failing  of  promotion,  it  not  only 
raises  the  standard  of  the  schools,  but  is  economical  as 
well. 

The  High  School. 


For  the  year  1900-1901  the  average  membership  of  the 
high  school  was  134.  For  1909-1910,  it  was  237.  For

the  fall  term  1910,  270.  The  seating  capacity  at  present 
is  287,  and  next  September  will  probably  see  every  seat 
taken.  Steps  should  be  taken  at  once  to  provide  in- 
creased accommodations  for  the  high  school  in  order 
that  the  work  of  the  school  shall  not  be  curtailed. 

I have  mentioned  in  previous  reports  how  the  work  in 
drawing  is  very  much  hampered  owing  to  lack  of  a 
proper  room,  how  the  drawing  classes  are  held  in  the 
laboratory,  how  inconvenient  laboratory  tables  are  for 
such  work,  how  much  time  is  spent  in  getting  the  work 
ready  at  the  beginning  of  the  lesson  and  in  putting  ir 
away  at  its  close  because  the  science  classes  must  use 
the  'room,  how  some  of  the  classes,  must  return  in  the 
afternoon  ‘for  instruction,  and  how  few  pupils  in  the 
upper  classes  are  taking  this  subject.  I believe  that 
with  proper  facilities  drawing  ought  to  be  and  could  be 
made  one  of  the  most  serviceable  subjects  in  the  school, 
one  that  could  be  easily  correlated  with  the  industry  of 
the  town,  and  that  under  favorable  conditions  would  be 
elected  by  a very  large  number  of  pupils.  With  the  pres- 
ent arrangement  of  the  course  of  study,  however,  this 
cannot  be  done.  A glance  at  the  principal’s  report  will 
show  how  every  part  of  the  building  is  now  used  for 
recitation  purposes  and  no  room  is  available  as  a draw- 
ing room.  The  time  has  come  when  the  high  school 
must  have  more  room  or  the  work  in  other  subjects' will 
suffer  as  the  work  in  drawing  has.  The  only  satisfac- 
tory way  t6  relieve  the  situation  lies  in  the  erection  of  a 
new  building  and  action  to  that  effect  cannot  long  be 
deferred. 


The  Plat  School. 

The  moving  of  the  Turner  Street  School  building  to  the 
St.  Jean  Plat  was  finally  accomplished  early  in  the 
year,  and  school  was  opened  in  one  room  February  7, 
1910. 
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Only  grades  I and  II  were  assigned  to  the  school,  and 
the  enrollment  on  opening  was  18,  nine  in  each  grade. 
Only  eight  of  these  were  new  pupils,  the  others  being 
transferred  'from  the  Washington  School.  Pupils  in 
grades  III-VIII  living  on  the  Plat  were  continued  at  the 
Washington  School,  as  there  were  not  sufficient  pupils 
in  grades  III  and  IV  to  warrant  opening  the  other  room, 
and  as  a school  having  more  than  two  grades  was  not 
desired.  The  highest  enrollment  that  the  school  has 
had  is  23.  The  present  enrollment  (January  30,  1911)  is 
15,  the  loss  being  due  largely  to  pupils  leaving  to  attend 
school  elsewhere.  From  these  figures  it  will  apparently 
be  a long  time  before  the  second  room  in  the  building 
will  be  needed. 


Evening  Schools. 

Evening  Schools  were  held  at  Bank  Street,  Dodgeville 
and  Hebronville  thirty-five  nights  from  October  4 to 
December  23.

I am  sorry  that  so  few  people  visit  the  evening  schools. 
One  would  certainly  be  surprised  at  the  work  being  done 
and  the  results  attained.  The  schools  this  year  were 
better  than  ever  before  and  much  credit  is  due  the  teach- 
ers for  what  was  accomplished. 

To  call  the  attention  of  employers  to  the  opening  of 
the  evening  schools,  and  to  invite  their  co-operation  in 
securing  as  large  an  attendance  as  possible,  the  letter 
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below  was  sent  to  every  employer  of  labor  in  town  at 
the  beginning  of  the  evening  school  sessions.  In  many 
cases  the  letter  was  posted  in  the  shops,  and  I have  no 
doubt  the  attendance  at  the  evening  schools  was  largely 
influenced  by  it. 


October  i,  1910. 

To  Employers : — 

I desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  opening  of  the 
Public  Evening  Schools,  Tuesday,  October  4,  for  the 
usual  term  of  twelve  weeks.  The  evening  schools  are  in 
session  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  evenings  at 
the  High  SchooCbuilding  on  Bank  Street,  and  at  Dodge- 
ville  and  Hebronville.  There  are  classes  in  all  the  regu- 
lar day  school  subjects,  with  an  opportunity  to  take 
bookkeeping  and  mechanical  drawing  at  the  High 
School.  A large  number  of  persons  have  been  benefitted 
each  year  through  the  work  of  the  evening  schools,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  this  year  the  usual  large  number  will 
take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  presented. 

In  connection  with  the  opening  of  the  evening  schools, 
your  attention  is  also  called  to  some  of  the  laws  regard- 
ing the  employment  and  school  attendance  of  minors. 
They  may  be  stated  briefly  as  follows : 

1.  No  minor  under  the  age  of  fourteen  can  be  em- 
ployed in  any  factory,  workshop  or  mercantile  establish- 
ment. 

2.  No  minor  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  sixteen 
can  be  employed  without  an  Age  and  Schooling  Certifi- 
cate. 

3.  While  the  evening  schools  are  in  session,  no  minor 
under  eighteen  can  be  employed  without  an  Age  and 
Schooling  Certificate. 

4.  Illiterate  minors  under  sixteen  must  attend  day 
school. 

5.  Illiterate  minors  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and 
eighteen  must  attend  evening  school.  ’An  illiterate,  as 
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defined  by  law,  is  one  who  cannot  read  and  write  Eng- 
lish well  enough  to  be  admitted  to  the  fourth  grade  of 
the  public  schools. 

6.  Employers  are  required  by  law  to  keep  on  file  and 
to  send  to  the  superintendent  of  school’s  a complete  list 
of  the  names  of  all  minors  employed  by  them  who  are 
illiterate  according  to  the  above  definition. 

The  School  Department  feels  that  the  amount  appro- 
priated each  year  to  maintain  the  evening  schools  is 
wisely  expended,  and  asks  your  co-operation  and  support 
that  the  benefits  and  advantages  offered  by  the  schools 
this  year  may  be  enjoyed  by  as  many  persons  as  possible.

Vacation  Schools. 

The  session  of  the  vacation  schools  at  Dodgeville  and 
Hebronville  this  year  was  the  most  successful  that  the 
schools  have  had.  At  Dodgeville  the  attendance  was  so 
large  that  three  teachers  were  necessary ; at  Hebron- 
ville two  as  usual.  Each  year  new  kinds  of  manual 
work  have  been  introduced,  so  that  now  we  have  sewing, 
weaving,  basketry,  raffia,  brass-work,  etc.  While  no  at- 
tempt is  made  to  give  instruction  in  the  usual  school  sub- 
jects, yet  work  along  the  lines  indicated  is  certainly  of 
great  value  to  the  pupils,  and  the  fact  that  for  six  weeks 
during  the  summer  they  spend  their  forenoons  working 
and  playing  games  under  the  care  and  supervision  of 
competent  teachers  cannot  fail  to  have  an  uplifting  in- 
fluence in  the  community.  The  interest  of  the  pupils  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  at  Dodgeville  the  lowest  attend- 
ance for  anv  dav  was  sixtv.

Some  of  the  large  cities  are  now  maintaining  summer 
high  schools  and  grade  schools  for  the  benefit  of  those 
pupils  who  have  failed  of  promotion  and  who  wish  to 
make  up  work  during  the  summer.  Such  a school  for 
our  high  school  pupils  would,  of  course,  be  impossible ; 
but  in  consideration  of  the  number  of  pupils  who  fail  of 
promotion  or  are  promoted  on  trial,  instruction  during 
the  summer  in  certain  subjects  for  some  grades  might  be 
desirable. 

Transportation. 

Our  net  expenditure  for  the  transportation  of  pupils 
this  year  is  $3,043.41.  The  following  table  shows  how 
this  item  Of  expense  has  increased  in  the  last  five  years.

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The  same  number  of  barges  that  we  had  in  1905  cost 
to-day  $279  more.  The  increase  in  the  cost  of  transpor- 
tation by  electrics  is  due  primarily  to  the  rapid  increase 
in  the  number  of  children  in  sections  where  no  barge  is 
maintained,  or  where  the  barge  maintained  is  not  large 
enough  to  accommodate  the  children.  The  latter  is  true 
of  the  Thacher  Street  section  where  seventy  pupils  are 
now  receiving  transportation,  thirty  by  barge  and  forty 
by  electric  cars.  From  Dodgeville,  Hebronville  and 
Briggs  Corner  the  pupils  in  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  are  brought  to  the  center  of  the  town.  This  has 
been  done  to  avoid  crowding  the  rooms  and  because  it 
was  felt  that  the  pupils  would  receive  a better  education 
in  rooms  having  a single  grade  in  the  center  of  the  town, 
than  they  could  in  rooms  having  three  or  more  grades  in 
the  schools  near  their  homes. 

As  the  town  grows,  provision  must  be  made  for  the  in- 
creasing number  of  pupils  in  the  outskirts  of  the  town. 
The  erection  of  a building  on  Thacher  Street  would  re- 
duce the  transportation  expense  over  $800,  and  would  re- 
duce the  number  of  pupils  receiving  transportation  to  a 
few  pupils  in  the  upper  grades  who  would  be  brought  to 
the  center  schools  till  the  number  was  sufficiently  large 
to  warrant  opening  a room  for  them.  This  would  pro- 
bably be  but  a short  time  judging  by  the  rapid  growth  of 
this  section.

The  school  savings  bank  still  continues  to  be  a decided 
success.

There  has  been  transferred  to  these  710  accounts  a 
total  of  $9,199.  Many  pupils,  especially  those  in  the 
upper  grades,  after  having  an  account  opened  for  them, 
deposit  money  directly  at  the  bank  instead  of  through 
the  school  bank,  and  consequently  the  number  of  pupils 
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in  those  grades  making  use  of  the  school  bank  dimin- 
ishes. At  present  the  number  of  pupils  depositing  in  the 
school  bank  is  1,226,  about  fifty-seven  per  cent,  of  the 
total  enrollment  below  the  high  school.  It  would  seem 
that  the  new  law  allowing  thrift  to  be  taught  in  public 
schools  was  being  well  observed  in  Attleborough. 

Sight  and  Hearing  Tests. 

During  the  fall  term  the  usual  examination  of  pupils 
for  defects  in  sight  and  hearing  has  been  made  by  the 
teachers.  The  following  table  shows  the  results  of  these

There  is  no  doubt  that  a great  deal  of  good  is  accom- 
plished by  these  examinations.  Some  pitiful  cases  are 
revealed,  in  which  the  eyes  of  pupils  are  so  badly  affected 
that  they  are  practically  unable  to  accomplish  anything 
in  school,  and  yet  the  parents  are  so  poor  or  so  negligent 
that  no  relief  for  the  suffering  child  is  obtained.  Al- 
though such  cases  are  rare,  yet  for  the  few  that  we  have, 
some  way  should  be  provided  so  that  the  education  of  the 
child  should  not  be  hindered  on  account  of  the  poverty 
or  neglect  of  the  parent. 

Age  and  Schooling  Certificates. 

The  employment  of  minors  under  fourteen  years  of  age 
is  prohibited,  (a)  during  school  hours;  (b)  between  7 
p.  m.  and  6 a.  m. ; (c)  in  factories  and  workshops ; (d)  in 
mercantile  establishments  except  on  Saturdays.  Minors 
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between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  sixteen  must  have  an 
age  and  schooling  certificate,  issued  only  to  those  who,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  school  physician,  are  in  sufficiently 
sound  health  to  perform  the  proposed  work.  Minors  be- 
tween the  ages  of  sixteen  and  eighteen  must  have  a cer- 
tificate that  they  can  read  and  write,  or  must  attend 
evening  school  while  it  is  in  session.  I am  glad  to  say 
that  most  of  the  factories  are  very  willing  to  comply  with 
the  labor  laws,  failure  to  observe  them  being  due  to 
ignorance  of  the  laws  rather  than  to  deliberate  intention 
to  disregard  them.  This  is  true  also  of  pupils  in  the  high 
school  who  work  afternoons  in  stores  and  factories,  many 
thinking  that  because  they  attend  school,  no  certificate 
is  needed.  An  attempt  has  been  made  to  overcome  this 
to  some  extent  by  having  principals  instruct  the  pupils  in 
the  high  school  and  the  grammar  grades  that  they  need 
certificates  if  they  wish  to  work,  although  they  are  still 
attending  school. 

Age  and  schooling  certificates  have  been  issued  dur- 
ing the  year  to  255  minors  under  sixteen,  204  to  persons 
living  in  town,  and  51  to  persons  living  out  of  town. 
Since  1904,  certificates  have  been  issued  as  follows:

Gifts 

It  is  always  a source  of  satisfaction  that  each  year  the 
schools  receive  a number  of  gifts  from  those  interested  in 
the  welfare  of  the  schools.  This  year  we  have  received 
gifts  as  follows :

The  department  has  also  received  from  Mrs.  Sarah  H. 
Bliss  school  reports  for  the  years  1852,  1954,  1855-6, 
1856-7,  and  from  1861  to  date.  As  these  reports  are  the 
only  record  that  we  have  of  the  schools  of  the  town  pre- 
vious to  the  abolishing  of  the  district  system  in  1883, 
they  are  very  valuable.  Under  the  old  system  each  dis- 
trict kept  its  own  records,  and  only  in  one  or  two  in- 
stances have  the  records  been  preserved.  The  depart- 
ment would  be  glad  to  receive  other  reports  than  those 
mentioned  in  order  to  make  the  records  as  complete  as 
possible. 

No  School  Signals. 

The  signals  for  no  school  were  sounded  three  times 
during  the  school  year  from  September  7,  1909,  to  June 
24,  1910:

I would  recommend  that  arrangements  be  made  this 
year,  if  possible,  to  install  a signal  at  Briggs  .Corner  as 
was  contemplated  a year  or  two  ago. 

The  reports  6f  the  principal  of  the  high  school,  the 
supervisors  and  special  teachers,  the  school  physician, 
and  the  truant  officer,  which  accompany  this  report,  con- 
tain matters  of  importance  concerning  their  different  de- 
partments, and  deserve  thoughtful  consideration. 

Results  in  school  work  are  hard  to  measure.  Exami- 
nations may  show  intellectual  accomplishments,  but  may 
fail  utterly  to  discover  how  much  a pupil  has  developed 
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in  those  qualities  that  make  for  strength  of  character  and 
honest,  upright  citizenship.  The  school  shares  with  the 
home  and  the  church  responsibility  for  the  child’s  develop- 
ment in  these  respects,  and  time  alone  will  reveal  to  what 
extent  our  efforts  are  successful.  But  with  high  ideals 
before  us,  and  all  working  together  earnestly  and  faith- 
fully !for  their  realization,  much  that  we  desire  to  accom- 
plish will  certainly  be  attained.

LEWIS  A.  FALES 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
HIGH  SCHOOL 


Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  my  first  annual  report  as 
principal  of  the  Attleboro  High  School. 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  fall  term  has  been  277  as 
against  252  for  the  fall  term  of  1909.  Changes  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  teaching  force  have  been  made  since  the 
close  of  the  last  school  year  in  the  principalship,  the 
head  of  the  English  department,  and  by  the  addition  of 
another  teacher  in  the  Commercial  department.  Since 
the  last  report  also  the  head  of  the  Science  department 
has  received  the  title  of  sub-master. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  considerable  diffi- 
culty was  encountered  in  making  a satisfactory  daily  pro- 
gram of  studies.  The  chief  difficulty  was  in  finding  ac- 
commodations for  so  many  classes  at  the  same  time. 
Owing  to  the  increased  size  of  the  sections,  rooms  that  in 
the  past  have  been  adequate  for  recitation  purposes  are 
this  year  found  to  be  much  overcrowded.  The  in- 
creased number  of  sections  made  necessary  by  the  size 
of  the  classes  and  the  giving  of  courses  not  asked  for 
last  year,  have  given  us  sixteen  more  class  periods  to  ar- 
range for  than  on  any  previous  year.  It  happens,  there- 
fore, that  in  arranging  the  schedule  to  avoid  conflicts  in 
recitations  several  periods  in  the  week  are  found 
for  which  no  rooms  are  available.  This  necessitates 
putting  several  classes  at  times  when  certain  of  its  mem- 
bers have  conflicts  in  courses.  In  other  words,  taking 
into  account  the  number  of  periods  per  week,  and  the 
available  number  of  rooms  at  our  disposal,  it  has  now  be- 
come a mathematical  impossibility  to  accommodate  our 
classes  in  anything  like  a satisfactory  manner.  This 
statement  has  reference  only  to  the  program  of  studies, 
does  not  bear  upon  the  matter  of  school  efficiency  which 
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I shall  note  below,  and  is  made  only  because  to  one  not 
thoroughly  conversant  with  the  factors  involved,  it  may 
seem  peculiar  that  more  difficulty  in  arranging  the  pro- 
gram was  experienced  this  year  than  at  any  time  hereto- 
fore. 

No  radical  changes  have  been  made  either  in  adminis- 
tration or  discipline,  and  but  few  innovations.  The 
school  is  conducted  on  the  general  policy  of  the  greatest 
good  to  the  individual  student,  and  attempts  to  meet  the 
greatest  need  in  view  of  those  characteristics  peculiar 
to  the  school,  as  well  as  in  general  education.  Discipline 
is  not  considered  as  separate  from  the  work  of  the  school 
and  made  a particular  feature,  but  as  the  process  by 
which  the  pupil  acquires  and  develops  social  self-control. 
Conduct  is  considered  as  an  expression  of  this  self-con- 
trol ; and  in  general,  education  as  the  process  by  which 
he  acquires  and  develops  control  over  his  material  and 
social  environment.  A serious  effort  is  made  to  gain  a 
true  estimate  of  each  pupil,  his  ability,  his  ambitions,  his 
home  environment,  his  strong  points  and  his  faults,  and 
the  motivation  of  his  conduct — in  short,  to  get  the  pupil’s 
view  point,  to  appreciate  his  problems,  to  get  into  his 
life,  and  to  help  him  to  help  himself. 

The  different  committees  of  the  teachers  as  appointed 
last  year  and  the  two  dismissal  plan  have  been  retained. 
We  have  had  numerous  calls  to  recommend  pupils  for 
various  kinds  of  afternoon  and  Saturday  work,  and  have 
been  successful  in  most  instances  in  finding  suitable  and 
worthy  candidates.  An  additional  table  and  chairs  have 
been  installed  in  the  library  for  the  greater  convenience 
of  students,  and  a teacher  is  in  charge  except  for  three 
periods  in  the  week.  We  hope  thus  to  make  the  library 
of  greater  service  to  the  school  both  by  instruction  in  the 
use  of  the  various  works  of  reference  and  by  enlarging 
its  sphere  of  influence.  A system  of  issuing  supplies  to 
the  students  has  been  inaugurated  whereby  extrava- 
gance may  be  curtailed  and  practically  all  waste  elimi- 
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nated.  The  additional  commercial  teacher  has  relieved 
the  pressure  of  work  in  that  department.  The  depart- 
ments of  science  and  mathematics,  owing  to  the  greater 
number  of  sections  caused  by  increased  attendance  have 
reached  a condition  from  which  relief  must  be  sought  in 
the  very  near  future. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  writer  that  oratoricals  and  pub- 
lic exhibitions  in  speaking  are  of  great  educative  value 
if  properly  conducted  and  correlated  with  the  work  in 
English.  Under  the  present  conditions  little,  if  anything, 
of  real  value  can  be  done  in  this  line.  During  the  past 
term  the  Senior  Class  prepared  and  presented  to  the  pub- 
lic a three-act  farce  comedy.  While  primarily  a finan- 
cial venture  on  the  part  of  the  class,  the  returns  educa- 
tionally should  not  be  considered  as  being  less  than  a 
fair  return  for  the  time  and  effort  expended. 

It  is  a matter  of  regret  that  our  only  fall  and  winter  . 
game,  basketball,  has  to  be  eliminated  owing  to  the  fact 
that  there  is  no  available  hall  in  town  in  which  to  prac- 
tice or  hold  games.  School  athletics  are,  therefore,  at 
an  absolute  standstill  until  the  opening  of  the  baseball 
season. 

At  the  present  time  we  hear  a great  deal  about  the  de- 
mand for  industrial  education.  It  is  a well-established 
fact  that  such  training  can  be  very  profitably  grafted  on 
to  our  present  school  courses  where  proper  accommoda- 
tions and  equipment  are  available.  On  the  part  of  the 
individual  the  demand  for  an  extension  of  educational 
facilities  along  industrial  lines  is  based  on  the  plea  that 
the  State’s  duty  to  the  child  is  to  furnish  him  a reasonable 
equipment  for  life,  whether  his  vocation  is  to  be  along 
academic  or  industrial  lines.  The  public  school  system 
of  the  present  is  devised  to  meet  the  academic  require- 
ments, but  the  youth  in  pursuit  of  industrial  equipment 
finds  comparatively  little  advantage  in  the  academic 
courses  of  the  higher  grades  and  high  school  and  is  apt 
to  drop  out  of  school  because  of  the  lack  of  attraction 
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and  incentive  to  continue.  The  result  is  that  there  is  an 
increasing  product  of  uninstructed  labor  from  which  in- 
dustry suffers.  In  the  town  of  Attleboro,  whose  indus- 
try is  specialized  and  which  requires,  very  largely,  skilled 
labor  of  a superior  type,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  oppor- 
tunity for  development  along  this  line  offers  a particu- 
larly fertile  field. 

It  is  a principle  of  economics  that  the  development  of 
skilled  artisans  at  the  expense  of  the  community  returns 
to  the  community  more  than  an  equivalent  of  its  cost  in 
valuable,  directive  and  productive  industry.  With  very 
little  additional  equipment,  had  we  the  rooms,  our  high 
school  courses  in  drawing — mechanical,  freehand,  and 
design — could  be  made  of  tremendous  practical  value  by 
furnishing  those  from  our  own  midst,  of  natural,  creative 
ability,  already  skilled  and  efficient  in  practical  work. 
Our  science  department  could,  by  special  courses,  most 
certainly  furnish  young  men  familiar  with  the  principles 
of  mechanics  and  their  practical  applications  to  machines 
and  with  a basic  knowledge  of  all  the  chemistry  used  in 
our  local  industry.  At  present,  both  because  of  inade- 
quate rooms  and  lack  of  opportunity  to  use  those  sup- 
posed to  be  devoted  to  these  subjects,  very  little  more 
can  be  done  than  lay  the  foundation  for  the  kind  of  work 
suggested  above.  The  high  school  needs  a manual  train- 
nig  department,  and  the  town  needs  a manual  training 
department  in  the  high  school,  with  properly  equipped 
shops  specialized  to  meet  the  local  needs.  This  is  an 
economic  problem  over  and  above  its  relation  to  the  gen- 
eral problem  of  education  as  administered  by  the  school 
officials. 

It  is  almost  needless  to  note  that  the  above  is  in  a gen- 
eral way  a statement  of  the  great  need  of  more  adequate 
accommodations  for  the  high  school,  and  an  attempt  to 
show  the  relation  of  that  need  to  the  material  welfare  of 
the  town,  apart  from  a purely  academic  consideration  of 
the  scholastic  attainments  of  our  youth.  The  principal’s 
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report  of  last  year  discussed  the  handicaps  under  which 
the  school  work  was  being  done.  The  accumulative 
difficulties  of  the  past  have  already  become  positive 
obstacles  to  efficient  work.  This  year  we  are  obliged  to 
send  five  classes  per  week  to  the  principal’s  office, 
twenty-six  classes  to  the  physical  laboratory,  fourteen 
classes  to  the  chemical  laboratory,  in  addition  to  the  reg- 
ular laboratory  periods  in  Physics  and  Chemistry,  and 
one  large  section  in  English  to  the  typewriting  room — 
all  rooms  never  intended  for  recitation  and,  except  for  a 
very  few  of  the  classes  so  assigned,  entirely  unsuited  to 
that  purpose.  Each  of  the  study  rooms  is  in  constant 
use  for  recitations,  and  usually  has  a large  number  of 
study  pupils  besides  the  class  reciting.  This  arrange- 
ment is  distracting  to  the  best  attention  of  the  class, 
even  more  so  to  the  study  pupils  and  handicaps  the 
teacher  in  her  presentation  of  subject  matter  and  con- 
centration upon  the  work  of  the  class.  Of  more  account 
than  this,  however,  it  leaves  almost  no  opportunity  for 
individual  aid  from  the  teachers  and  practically  elimi- 
nates the  opportunity  to  do  one  of  the  most  essential  and 
greatest  services  within  the  regular  instructive  program 
of  the  teacher — that  of  teaching  the  pupil  how  to  study. 
The  necessity  of  assigning  classes  for  recitations  to 
rooms  whose  size  will  accommodate  the  classes,  and  the 
consequent  redistribution  of  overflow  study  pupils,  re- 
quires the  moving  of  almost  every  pupil  every  period 
in  the  day.  The  friction  thus  caused  means  just  so 
much  diminished  efficiency  in  work  accomplished.  In 
the  most  congested  part  of  the  building  from  one  hun- 
dred to  two  hundred  pupils  have  to  pass,  part  in  one 
direction  and  part  in  the  other,  between  periods,  through 
a thirty-five  inch  doorway,  every  forty-five  minutes 
during  the  day. 

Mention  was  made  above  of  the  arrangement  of  the 
daily  program.  Indicating  at  once  the  scope  of  the 
studies  pursued,  the  length  of  recitation  periods,  the 
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number  of  recitations  per  day  for  each  teacher,  the 
number  of  teachers  and  the  subjects  taught  by  each,  the 
relative  position  of  recitation  and  study  periods,  nothing 
is  more  significant  in  judging  the  total  efficiency  of  a 
high  school  on  its  organized  side  than  its  daily  program. 
An  examination  of  our  program  will  show  that  the  work 
is  not  evenly  apportioned  to  the  different  teachers,  that 
no  account  of  alteration  of  study  and  recitation  periods 
during  the  day  has  been  effected,  that  many  sections  are 
altogether  too  large,  and  that  conflicts  occur  for  pupils 
in  their  recitations.  These  are  serious  defects  and  are 
the  direct  and  immediate  results  of  the  physical  limita- 
tions under  which  the  school  has  to  work.  The  adminis- 
trative difficulties  under  present  conditions  are  at  least 
twice  what  they  would  be  under  normal  conditions. 
This  means  a corresponding  diminution  of  efficiency  and 
in  educational  results  actually  attained.  A principal 
may  do  what  he  will  and  the  work  of  the  teachers  may 
be  of  the  highest  degree  of  excellence,  but  these  matters 
of  purely  physical  limitations  cannot  thus  be  adjusted. 
It  would  seem  that  we  have  not  only  reached  the  limit  of 
efficiency,  but  that  each  year’s  increment  of  increase 
makes  it  more  difficult  even  to  maintain  our  ground. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  express  appreciation  of  a cor- 
dial reception  by  the  school,  the  • loyal  and  hearty  co- 
operation of  the  corps  oif  teachers  and  the  manifest 
strong  interest  and  support  of  the  school  administration 
in  all  matters  effecting  the  good  of  the  school.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 


Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  presenting  my  report  for  1910  it  will  not  be  out  of 
place  to  state  a few  ideas  that  are  held  by  the  leaders  of 
musical  thought  regarding  public  school  music  in  Amer- 
ica. From  the  report  of  a committee  appointed  by  the 
National  Teachers’  Association  in  Grammar  School  Re- 
quirements in  Music  we  find  the  following  recommenda- 
tions: “The  subject  of  music  should  be  presented  so 

that  children  of  grammar  schools  shall  develop  a love  for 
good  music,  shall  be  sensitive  to  and  appreciate,  to  some 
extent,  great  works  of  art,  shall  know  how  to  use  their 
voices  properly  and  shall  be  able  to  sing  with  expression 
and  with  some  appreciation  of  emotional  content.  All 
agree  that  pupils  graduating  from  grammar  schools 
should  know  some  good  music  and  have  some  knowledge 
of  music  history  and  biography.  There  is  also  general 
accord  that  pupils  of  public  schools  should  learn  to  read 
music  readily.” 

This  gives  in  a very  few  words  my  own  idea  of  what 
we  have  a right  to  expect  from  the  study  of  music  in  the 
public  schools,  and  the  effort  made  to  conform  to  this 
ideal  is  the  history  of  the  success  of  music  in  the  schools 
of  Attleboro. 

It  is  almost  impossible  to  form  any  idea  of  the  splen- 
did singing  in  the  schools  by  reading  a report.  It  is 
necessary  to  visit  the  room,  to  see  and  hear,  in  order  to 
appreciate  thoroughly  the  music  work. 

The  arrangement  of  the  music  problems  to  the  various 
grades  remains  the  same  as  in  former  years,  the  plan  be- 
ing the  one  now  in  general  use  in  all  the  graded  schools 
in  America. 

The  longer  I teach  music  in  the  public  schools,  the 
more  I am  convinced  that  everyone  can  be  taught  to  sing. 
I mention  this  because  of  the  fact  that  so  many  parents 
have  come  to  me  and  asked : “Do  you  think  my  boy  or 
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girl  will  ever  learn  to  sing;  he  does  not  seem  to  carry  a 
tune  and  I do  so  want  him  to  sing.”  Now,  as  this  is  the 
most  important  problem  of  the  first  grade,  I will  cite  one 
instance  of  the  many  that  have  come  to  my  knowledge, 
where  one  of  the  worst  cases  of  tone  deafness  that  I ever 
met  gave  wray  to  the  persistent  training  of  the  voice  and 
ear  that  finally  led  this  pupil  into  the  joy  of  singing  in 
tune  with  the  others  in  her  class.  A 'bright  little  girl  en- 
tered 'the  first  grade  a monotone ; she  could  sing  only  one 
tone  and  that  a low  one.  Nothing  we  could  do  for  her 
seemed  to  make  any  impression.  She  passed  through 
the  second,  third  and  fourth  grades,  and  this  fall  entered 
the  fifth.  A bright  pupil  in  every  other  subject,  in  music 
she  was  the  despair  of  all  her  teachers,  and  I was  almost 
ready  to  agree  with  them  (in  spite  of  the  fact  that  at  al- 
most every  visit  I had  told  her  that  some  day  I expected 
her  to  be  a good  singer,  and  that  she  must  not  disap- 
point me)  that  it  was  of  no  use  for  she  could  never  learn 
to  sing.  Last  week  I visited  her  room  and  began  the 
lesson,  and  while  the  class  was  singing  I walked  down  the 
aisle  where  she  sat  and,  lo,  and  behold,  she  was  singing 
high  and  in  tune  with  the  other  singers. 

The  principal  work  in  the  first  grade  is  to  tune  up  the 
monotone  through  voice  exercises,  ear  training,  and  song 
singing.  In  the  second  grade  the  pupils  learn  the  first 
thing  about  music  reading,  namely,  direction — whether 
the  notes  go  up,  down,  or  straight  across ; reading  from 
notes  on  the  blackboard  some  of  the  simple  songs 
learned  in  the  first  grade ; reading  simple  exercises  from 
the  chart,  training  the  voice  to  produce  tones  correctly 
and  teaching  them  to  sing  whatever  they  do  sing  in  a 
musical  manner. 

This  is  continued  in  the  third  grade  with  the  addition 
that  here  they  learn  the  names  of  music  signs : notes, 
rests,  lines,  spaces,  bars,  measures,  sharps,  flats,  clefs  and 
keys.  They  also  read  and  sing  alone  from  books.  This 
is  continued  in  the  fourth  grade  with  the  further  addition 
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of  simple  exercises  in  two-part  singing,  two  sounds  to 
one  beat,  and  the  one  and  a half  beat  note.  In  the  fifth 
grade  two-part  singing  of  songs  and  exercises  with  more 
difficulties  of  tune  and  time.  Now,  if  anyone  interested 
would  take  the  time  to  visit  schools  with  me,  I could  take 
him  to  various  grades  in  the  town  of  Attleboro  where 
he  can  hear  what  I consider  to  be  the  finest  possible 
school  singing,  perfection  in  tone,  perfection  in  articula- 
tion, and  good  reading.  Every  time  I hear  the  pupils  I 
am  reminded  of  a verse  of  a great  song  which  says : 

“I  heard  the  children  singing,  and  ever  as  they  sang 
Methought  the  voice  of  angels  from  Heaven  in  answer 
rang.” 

While  in  London  last  summer,  I heard  the  finest  school 
singing  in  the  world,  the  class  that  won  first  prize  in  the 
singing  contests  for  which  England  is  famous,  and  for 
the  first  time  I heard  my  ideal  of  what  public  school  sing- 
ing should  be.  The  most  significant  thing  to  me,  and 
also  to  the  town  of  Attleboro,  was  the  fact  that  I dis- 
covered after  talking  with  the  master  of  the  school  in 
London  that  the  methods  which  were  in  use  in  his  school 
were  identical  with  the  methods  in  use  in  Attleboro, 
namely,  to  teach  children  to  love  music,  to  train  the 
voice,  and  to  teach  as  much  of  the  technique  of  music  as 
possible. 

It  is  the  cathedral  boy-choir  tone  effect  that  we  are 
getting  this  year  in  every  grade  that  gives  to  our  school 
music  its  superior  quality.  In  the  sixth  and  seventh 
grades  we  begin  the  study  of  three-part  music.  Nothing 
is  more  beautiful  than  the  effect  of  three-part  harmony 
sung  by  the  well  cultivated  child  voice.  It  is  peculiarly 
subtle  in  its  effect  on  the  mind  and  heart  of  the  pupil. 
One  of  the  poets  has  expressed  it  in  these  words : 

“Consider  it  well ; each  tone  of  our  scale  in  itself  is 
naught ; it  is  everywhere  in  the  world, — loud,  soft,  and 
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all  is  said ; give  it  to  me  to  use ; I mix  it  with  two  in  my 
thought ; and  there ! ye  have  heard  and  seen ; consider 
and  bow  the  head.” 

In  the  eighth  grade  we  are  face  to  face  with  the  prob- 
lem of  the  boy  whose  voice  is  changing,  and  during  the 
first  part  of  the  year  we  find  in  this  grade  our  greatest 
discouragement ; but  it  is  only  temporary  after  all,  and 
before  the  end  of  the  year  the  boy  has  found  his  new 
voice  and  those  who  attended  the  eighth  grade  gradu- 
ations will  recall  with  the  greatest  pleasure  and  satisfac- 
tion the  singing  of  the  boys  which,  to  my  mind,  was  the 
'feature  of  the  1910  graduation  music. 

Short  lecture  recitals  with  phonographic  illustrations 
have  been  given  to  all  the  upper  grades.  This  has  proved 
an  interesting  and  educational  feature  that  the  pupils, 
young  as  they  are,  seem  to  understand  and  appreciate. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  at  this  time  of  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Glee  Club  at  the  Bliss  School.  A simi- 
lar club  for  boys  only  has  been  formed  at  the  Sanford 
Street  School.  These  are  selected  from  the  best  singers 
in  their  respective  schools. 

It  would  be  worth  while  if  anyone  who  doubted  the 
advisability  of  putting  an  assembly  hall  in  the  new  Bliss 
School,  would  visit  there  while  the  three  hundred  fifty 
pupils  are  met  together  for  opening  exercises  and  hear 
them  sing  the  Star  Spangled  Banner  and  other  patriotic 
songs  and  hymns.  I am  sure  they  would  say  as  I do 
every  time  I hear  them:  “This  assembly  hall  is  the 

greatest  institution  in  the  town  of  Attleboro  to-day.” 
What  would  it  not  mean  if  Sanford  Street  or  Richardson 
or  the  High  School  had  a similar  place  to  meet  as  a 
school  for  their  various  exercises.  It  would  be  the  great- 
est inspiration  that  could  possibly  come  to  the  schools  or 
to  the  town. 

Of  our  high  school  singing  much  could  be  said  in  its 
praise.  Though  we  lose  some  of  our  best  singers  every 
year  through  graduation,  and  we  wonder  at  times  what 
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we  will  do  next  year  without  them,  still  there  seems  an 
unlimited  supply  of  good  voices  coming  along,  so  that 
our  music  still  retains  its  high  standard.  I think  I can 
truthfully  say  that  we  have  to-day  more  and  better  sing- 
ers in  the  high  school  who  can  stand  up  before  the  class 
and  sing  alone  than  ever  before.  The  concert  given  by 
the  high  school  last  year  was  its  most  ambitious  effort, 
the  first  real  oratorio  that  they  had  ever  attempted.  Part 
I off  Haydn's  Creation  was  sung,  and  when  I mention  to 
musicians  the  fact  that  all  the  solos  were  sung  by  pupils 
of  the  high  school  they  hardly  credit  my  statement. 

I have  often  advocated  in  my  past  reports  giving  more 
time,  apart  from  singing,  to  the  study  of  music,  but  so 
far  it  'has  not  received  consideration.  It  was  with  the 
greatest  interest  then,  while  in  attendance  at  the  Na- 
tional Music  Teachers’  Convention  held  in  Boston  in 
December,  that  I listened  to  the  discussion  of  the  inade- 
quate music  training  given  to  pupils  in  the  high  school, 
especially  to  those  who  are  contemplating  attending  Nor- 
mal School  in  preparation  for  entering  the  teaching  pro- 
fession. Many  of  the  leading  Normal  School  instructors 
in  this  state,  and  I may  say  in  this  country,  took  part  in 
the  discussion  and  everyone  spoke  despairingly  olf  the  in- 
ability of  a high  school  graduate  to  pass  the  music  test 
given  for  entrance  to  Normal  School.  The  seriousness 
of  this  lack  of  training  is  very  evident  for  the  music  work 
of  the  Normal  School  is,  generally  speaking,  over  the 
heads  of  the  majority  of  students.  The  remedy  for  all 
this  was  the  very  thing  I have  recommended  in  my  past 
reports,  namely,  that  one  period  a week  be  given  to  the 
study  of  technical  music,  thus  better  preparing  the  pupils 
in  a subject  that  is  becoming  more  important  every  year. 

I would  like  also  to  see  in  the  high  school  a phono- 
graph and  a piano  player,  not  altogether  lor  amusement, 
but  for  the  educational  value.  Then  we  could  familiar- 
ize pupils  with  the  works  of  the  great  masters  of  music 
and  they  could  feel  the  refining,  uplifting  influence  of 
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great  minds  expressing  themselves  through  music.  I 
would  have  them  know  and  love  these  expressions  of 
human  genius,  and  we  must  put  these  before  them  in  the 
best  available  -form  rather  than  leave  them  wholly  ignor- 
ant. 

It  would  also  give  me  much  pleasure  to  see  a new 
grand  piano  in  the  Bliss  School  hall.  When  I think  that 
the  old  high  school  piano  Which  used  to  be  our  despair  in 
the  past  and  was  worn  out  twenty  years  ago  is  in  the 
beautiful  hall  of  the  Bliss  School  I hope  some  one  will  be 
moved  to  present  to  that  school  a new  piano,  and  thus 
perpetuate  his  name  and  bring  down  upon  him  the 
blessings  of  three  hundred  fifty  children  and  countless 
more  that  will  pass  through  the  school  in  the  next 
twenty-five  years. 

I am  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  town  of  Attleboro 
should  fit  up  a music  room  in  the  public  library  with  a 
piano,  a piano  player  and  a phonograph  with  records  of 
the  great  music,  where  boys  and  girls,  men  and  women, 
could,  free  of  dharge,  hear  and  study  the  works  of  the 
masters.  I think  such  a place  would  be  appreciated  by 
many  people  and  need  not  in  any  way  interfere  with  the 
work  of  the  library,  and  I fail  to  see  why  it  is  not  as 
practical  to  attempt  in  this  way  to  educate  people  in 
music,  as  it  is  to  provide  them  with  free  access  to  the 
means  of  education  in  other  brandhes.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR 
OF  DRAWING 


Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

There  are  three  ways  in  which  we  are  trying  for  more 
efficient  work  this  year: 

1.  A course  of  study  related  whenever  possible  to 
other  school  subjects. 

2.  Insistence  on  the  pupil’s  best  work. 

3.  Grade  meetings  for  the  teacher. 

In  the  primary  grades  it  is  not  hard  to  combine  draw- 
ing with  other  subjects.  The  children  have  drawn  and 
made  canoes,  wigwams,  trees,  and  people,  and  built  up 
Indian  villages  for  a fuller  understanding  of  Hiawatha 
and  Indian  life.  In  the  second  grade  these  villages  have 
been  made  upon  sand-tables,  while  in  the  third  grade,  in- 
dividual villages  have  been  mounted  on  paper.  The  great 
value  of  this  work  is  not  in  making  the  isolated  things 
but  the  meaning  to  the  child  when  assembled  into  some 
phase  of  life.  Early  Plymouth  was  built  upon  the  sand- 
table  in  the  fourth  grade.  For  this  the  children  painted 
hills,  trees,  vegetables  and  people.  Log  cabins  were 
constructed  'from  paper,  and  painted  to  look  as  though 
made  from  logs.  In  a project  like  this  the  child  has  a 
use  for  what  he  makes.  The  'following  are  some  of  the 
projects  which  have  been  or  are  to  be  made  this  year: 
A Christmas  Room,  The  Home  of  the  Three  Bears,  A 
Store  Window,  Eskimo  Life,  Lumbering  and  Commerce. 
We  did  some  work  along  this  line  last  year,  but  not  so 
much  as  we  are  doing  now. 

In  the  upper  grades  it  seems  a little  more  difficult  to 
combine  drawing  with  the  other  school  subjects.  The 
things  made  seem  to  meet  some  need  at  home.  We  are 
not  trying  to  force  a correlation  of  unrelated  subjects, 
but  just  to  make  use  of  each  whenever  we  can.  Last 
year  in  one  seventh  grade  room  we  applied  our  designs 
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to  brass,  and  made  trays  and  calendar  mounts.  This  year 
we  are  doing  this  work  in  all  the  seventh  grades  and  in 
part  df  the  eighth  grades.  There  is  real  interest  in  this 
work,  and  good  work  is  being  done. 

Last  year  hardly  any  time  was  given  to  working  draw- 
ings in  the  grades,  but  more  will  be  given  this  year.  It 
is  hoped  by  the  end  of  the  year  that  the  eighth  grade 
pupils  will  be  able  to  translate  a simple  working  draw- 
ing into  a perspective  drawing,  or  a perspective  drawing 
into  a working  drawing. 

In  the  upper  grades  there  will  be  a little  study  of 
Home  Decoration.  We  shall  study  the  color  scheme  of 
rooms,  good  furniture  design,  and  picture  framing.  The 
aim  is  to  teach  the  child  to  recognize  what  is  good.  De- 
veloping good  taste  is  practical  art. 

In  September,  teachers’  meetings  were  held  for  each 
grade.  At  these  meetings  the  outline  for  three  months’ 
work  was  explained  and  illustrated.  There  will  be  meet- 
ings during  the  year  as  they  seem  to  be  needed  by  the 
different  grades. 

The  work  in  the  high  school  is  much  as  last  year.  We 
are  giving  a little  more  time  to  design,  and  the  working 
out  of  these  designs  in  brass,  copper,  and  leather.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TEACHER  OF 
MANUAL  TRAINING 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  the  first 
report  of  the  work  in  the  manual  training  department. 

As  the  conditions  under  which  a child  does  his  work 
are  most  important,  it  is  gratifyng  to  be  able  to  say  that 
the  school  house  on  South  Main  street  is  well  adapted 
for  manual  training.  The  room  is  light,  airy,  and  well 
ventilated.  The  space  allotted  to  each  boy  and  his  bench 
gives  him  perfect  freedom  in  the  use  of  his  tools  and 
proper  muscular  development  is  not  curtailed. 

The  equipment  which  consists  of  twenty-four  good 
strong  modern  benches  each  containing  a full  comple- 
ment O'f  tools  most  commonly  used  and  an  assortment  of 
tools  required  in  more  advanced  work,  is  such  that  the 
boy  can  be  taught  all  the  principles  of  woodworking  in  a 
successful  manner. 

The  course  of  work  laid  out  has  been  such  that  the 
pupil  has  been  able  to  proceed  from  the  known  to  the  un- 
known in  a gradual  succession  of  progressive  steps,  in- 
troducing a new  tool  after  the  old  one  has  been  used 
properly,  and  bringing  in'  new  principles.  “Excellence 
of  work  and  self  reliance”  has  been  the  motto  rather  than 
skill  and  quantity.  Due  regard  to  the  proper  use  of  time 
has  not  been  overlooked  in  attaining  to  this  requirement. 
As  we  are  not  training  the  boys  to  be  carpenters  especi- 
ally, the  course  has  been  planned  with  reference  to  their 
educational  development  and  to  fit  them  for  any  walk  of 
life.  The  moral  attribute  of  accuracy,  truth  in  expres- 
sion, attention  to  small  details,  exactness,  self-reliance, 
and  an  inculcation  of  a sense  of  the  dignity  of  manual 
work,  are  all  of  untold  benefit  to  the  boy  wherever  he 
may  be  placed  to  fill  his  part  in  life’s  struggle.  While 
mainly  the  boy  works  for  himself,  we  have  not  forgotten 
the  needs  of  others.  Twelve  exhibition  tables  and  racks 
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were  made  by  the  boys  last  spring.  A short  course  in 
mechanical  drawing  has  been  taught. 

As  the  manual  training  department  was  not  opened 
until  January,  1910,  and  the  work  closed  in  June,  1910, 
the  first  season’s  work  was  short.  With  a full  year’s 
course  of  study  in  view  for  the  year  ending  June,  1911, 
the  curriculum  commenced  in  January,  1910,  will  be  con- 
tinued and  more  advanced  work  introduced  bringing  in 
the  use  of  special  tools,  rabbet  and  matching  planes,  mor- 
tise guage  and  chisel,  gauges,  etc. 

“A  place  for  everything  and  everything  in  its  place”  is 
one  o>f  the  essential  qualities  to  be  developed  in  all  and 
especially  in  the  “worker  with  tools.”  To  secure  this, 
we  need  a cupboard  for  each  boy’s  work  that  is  in  pro- 
gress of  formation,  also  a cupboard  for  the  special  tools. 
This  work  would  be  gladly  undertaken  by  the  more  pro- 
gressive pupils  who  enjoy  taking  responsibility  and  the 
feeling  of  being  useful.  A jigsaw  would  greatly  assist  us 
in  our  work. 

The  boys  show  deep  interest  and  an  excellent  spirit  in 
their  work.  It  is  gratifying  to  teach  them.  It  has  been 
our  pleasure  to  receive  and  welcome  some  of  the  citizens 
and  we  only  hope  more  will  find  their  way  to  visit  our 
department.  The  man  that  looks  ahead  is  usually  the 
man  that  gets  ahead,  so  it  is  with  the  city.  The  city  that 
provides  properly  'for  the  education  of  its  rising  citizens 
is  the  one  that  will  attain  great  eminence  in  things  that 
are  worth  while.  Here,  where  the  handicrafts  are  so 
highly  specialized,  all  kinds  of  work  along  manual  train- 
ing lines  cannot  but  be  of  the  greatest  possible  value 
towards  counteracting  the  narrowing  influence  of 
specialization  and  so  broadening  the  outlook  of  the  future 
citizens.  Having  introduced  manual  training  in  the 
graduating  classes  of  the  grammar  grades  I would  sug- 
gest that  it  would  be  very  beneficial  to  the  boys  and  to 
the  future  of  the  city  to  continue  the  work  into  the  high 
school  by  adopting  a course  of  study  and  work  in  wood- 
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turning,  pattern  making,  moulding  and  casting,  forging 
(especially  of  tools),  chipping  and  filing,  die  sinking,  and 
machine  work. 

In  closing  I desire  to  thank  the  Superintendent  and 
members  of  the  School  Committee  for  their  appreciation 
and  stipport  and  also  the  Principals  off  the  schools  whose 
assistance  has  helped  to  make  the  work  successful.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TEACHER  OF  SEWING 


Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I herewith  submit  my  first  report  on  the  work  in  sew- 
ing since  September,  191Q. 

I am  pleased  to  state  that  the  work  has  been  generally 
satisfactory.  The  results  obtained  prove  the  interest 
taken  by  the  pupils  in  the  different  grades.  Three  hun- 
dred and  fifty  girls  have  been  given  instruction  each 
week  in  the  fundamentals  of  plain  sewing. 

The  work  of  the  fifth  grade  has  been  chiefly  the  actual 
learning  of  the  different  stitches.  These  have  been  ap- 
plied to  towels,  pillow  cases,  bags  and  Christmas  gifts. 

In  the  sixth  grade  the  pupils  have  been  taught  turning 
hems,  placing  gathers,  putting  on  bands,  matching 
stripes,  French  hemming,  and  sewing  on  lace.  Applica- 
tion— aprons,  table  napkins,  and  Christmas  gifts. 

The  work  of  the  seventh  grade  has  been  patching, 
darning,  hemstitching,  sewing  on  buttons,  hooks  and 
eyes,  making  button  holes,  and  a doll’s  skirt.  Additional 
work  in  making  garments  has  also  been  done,  the  girls 
supplying  their  own  material. 

This  has  been  the  first  year  since  1905  that  the  work 
has  been  extended  to  the  eighth  grade  and  here  I find 
the  pupils  especially  interested  and  willing.  The  work 
has  been  the  making  of  undergarments,  darning  cash- 
mere,  blind  hemming,  and  embroidering  initials. 

My  aim  has  been  to  give  the  girls  a practical  knowl- 
edge of  plain  sewing  which  they  may  be  able  to  apply 
after  leaving-  school.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 


Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  school  physician  submits  the  following  report  of 
his  work  for  the  year  1910. 

After  the  beginning  of  the  year,  each  of  the  various 
schools  was  visited  in  accordance  with  a tri-weekly 
schedule  and  at  any  other  times  as  necessity  demanded. 
The  examinations  of  pupils  totalled  2,574.  Cards  of 
diagnosis  were  sent  to  parents  in  2,240  cases,  seventy-six 
vaccination  certificates  were  issued,  ninety-one  permits 
to  return  to  school  given  out,  and  three  cultures  taken 
from  throats. 

Since  September,  ninety-four  children  have  been  ex- 
amined as  required  to  obtain  an  Age  and  Schooling  Cer- 
tificate. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  large  number  of  cases  of  measles 
kept  many  children  from  school  and  necessitated  the  is- 
suing of  many  permits  to  return  to  school. 

This  year  there  has  been  a decrease  in  the  total  num- 
ber of  vermin  cases,  but  four  of  the  schools  still  offend 
chiefly  in  this  regard.  It  became  necessary  to  carry  one 
case  into  court  before  the  child’s  head  was  cleaned. 

The  impossibility,  at  present,  of  getting  dental  care  for 
the  first  teeth  led  the  inspector  to  pass  by  many  of  the 
cases  needing  treatment.  It  would  seem  best,  however, 
if  care  of  the  first  teeth  received  more  attention. 

Tonsils  and  adenoids  continue  to  trouble  a large  num- 
ber of  children.  It  is  unfortunate,  that  among  those  un- 
able to  pay  the  usual  fees  for  necessary  operations,  some 
way  cannot  be  reached  to  have  this  work  done,  for  it  is 
sadly  needed.  Many  children  present  throats  almost  en- 
tirely blocked  by  enlarged  tonsils  and  others  present  un- 
mistakable evidences  of  large  masses  of  adenoids. 

Two  cases  of  discharging  tubercular  glands  of  the 
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neck-  were  sent  home  as  unfit  ifor  school.  One  case  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  also  discovered. 

As  usual  there  are  many  children  needing  glasses 
whose  parents  cannot  afford  the  same.  Some  cities  have 
arrangements  to  have  the  needy  cases  done  without  ex- 
pense to  the  parents.  There  are  many  cases  in  town 
which  are  needy  in  this  particular. 

It  is  just  to  remark  that  in  many  of  the  upper  grades 
the  pupils  exhibit  a marked  improvement  in  the  care  of 
their  teeth  during  the  year.

Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Assessors 


To  the  citizens  df  Attleborough: 

In  making  this,  our  annual  report,  we  wish  to  con- 
gratulate the  taxpayers  upon  the  fact  that  the  rate  for 
the  year  1910  was  one  of  the  lowest  the  Town  has  ever 
had. 

It  looks  at  this  time  as  if  the  rate  for  1911  would  be 
about  $17.50,  taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  at 
present  we  are  engaged  in  installing  a sewer  system,  en- 
larging our  water  supply,  paying  for  several  new  build- 
ings, besides  making  many  other  needed  improvements, 
we  believe  that  by  comparison  this  will  be  one  of  the 
lowest  rates  in  the  state. 

The  total  levy  will  be  about  $315,000,  an  increase  of 
about  $27,000  over  that  of  1910.  Most  Of  this  increase  is 
caused  by  payments  on  the  water  and  sewer  systems  and 
the  needs  of  the  Fire  Department. 

While  the  levy  will  be  large  we  do  not  feel  that  it 
should  cause  any  alarm  as  Attleboro  is  beyond  doubt  a 
$315,000  town. 

We  believe  that  any  reduction  in  regular  or  special  ap- 
propriation which  would  in  any  way  cripple  a depart- 
ment or  fail  to  make  reasonable  allowance  for  the  needs 
of  the  future,  would  be  unwise  and  uncalled  for.

Report  of  Inspector  of  Animals 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I herewith  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  as  Cattle 
Inspector  for  the  year  ending-  Dec.  31,  1910.  I made  my 
annual  inspection  of  all  cattle  and  swine  in  town  in  Octo- 
ber as  usual.  Visits  have  been  made  to  157  stables, 
where  830  cows,  113  young  cattle,  915  swine,  18  bulls  and 
4 oxen  were  kept. 

The  number  of  cattle  quarantined  and  killed  this  year 
having  the  disease  known  as  tuberculosis  was  15.  This 
number  was  nine  more  than  last  year.  There  was  one 
case  of  glanders  in  South  Attleboro.  There  are  50  less 
cows  in  town  this  year  than  last,  216  more  swine,  four 
more  young  cattle,  two  more  bulls  and  four  oxen. 

No  cases  of  rabies  were  reported  in  town  during  the 
year.

The  library, 
as  never  before,  is  largely  used  by  the  teachers  and  pupils 
in  the  public  schools,  and  by  the  artizans  in  the  jewelry 
factories.  The  growth  of  the  library  is  healthy  and 
gratifying,  and  the  trustees  are  confident  that  no  money 
is  more  wisely  appropriated  by  the  town,  than  that  for 
this  department.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Attle- 
borough Public  Library : 

I herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Attle- 
borough Public  Library  for  the  year  ending  December 
3L  I9I°- 
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Accessions. 

During-  the  year  1415  new  volumes  have  been  added,  to 
the  library,  1284  by  purchase,  67  by  gift,  64  by  binding 
periodicals.  Besides  these,  148  lost  and  worn-out  books 
have  been  replaced,  173  books  have  been  discarded.  A 
larger  number  of  books  than  usual  has  been  discarded, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  as  the  sections  in  philosophy  and 
religion  have  been  recatalogued  a number  of  the  older 
books  which  have  been  superseded  by  later  publications 
have  not  been  replaced  on  the  shelves. 

An  inventory  of  the  library  has  been  taken  and  the 
exact  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  ascertained,  13,827 
Of  these,  2300  belong  in  the  collection  of  the  children's 
room,  10,253  in  the  adult  department,  1274  in  the  ref- 
erence department.  Of  these,  680  belong  to  the  Richard- 
son School  Fund.  This  does  not  include  pamphlets  and 
government  documents.

Book  Lists. 

We  have  again  to  thank  the  Attleborough  Daily  Sun 
and  the  Pawtucket  Evening  Times  for  the  courtesy  they 
extend  the  Library  in  printing  every  two  weeks  the  list 
of  new  books  added  to  the  library,  and  in  printing 
other  items  of  interest  in  regard  to  it. 

Three  lists  which  it  has  been  thought  would  be  most 
useful,  have  been  printed  in  the  Bulletin  this  year:  one, 
recommended  books  for  children  in  the  third,  fifth, 
fourth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grades ; another  a list 
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of  the  French  books  in  the  library ; and  in  November  a 
list  of  books  containing  plays,  dialogues  and  monologues, 
recitations, 'drills  and  folk  dances  and  games.  Besides 
these  a number  o‘f  lists  have  been  made  at  the  request 
of  teachers  and  others  on  commercial  correspondence, 
English  for  foreigners,  Indian  stories  and  history,  agri- 
cultural books,  school  and  college  stories/  The  value  of 
such  lists  is  great  not  only  for  those  who  use  them,  but 
for  the  library  as  well.  Interest  in  such  subjects  serves 
to  bring  to  notice  what  might  easily  be  overlooked  by 
someone  who  really  wants  books  on  those  very  sub- 
jects, but  it  also  taxes  the  resources  of  the  library  to  the 
full  and  it  keeps  the  library  alert,  immediately  it  knows 
the  demand,  to  furnish  a supply. 

Care  of  Books. 

The  number  of  books  lost  from  the  shelves  during 
1910  has  been  14  from  the  adult  department,  15  from  the 
children’s  room. 

The  periodicals  in  the  reading  room  have,  on  account 
of  their  increasing  number,  been  arranged  alphabetically 
on  shelves  and  drawers,  and  a complete  list  of  the  maga- 
zines subscribed  to  by  the  library  placed  in  one  of  the 
racks.  Three  numbers  of  the  monthly  and  four  numbers 
of  the  weekly  magazines,  when  not  in  circulation,  are  on 
the  shelves.

The  teachers  have  adopted  a method  of  taking  a num- 
ber of  childrens’  books  from  the  library  and  redistribut- 
ing them  among  the  children  at  the  schools.  In  this  way 
books  undoubtedly  reach  a number  of  children  who 
would  not  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  visit 
the  library. 

The  stereographs  we  have  are  now  lent  to  the  teach- 
ers for  school  use. 

During  the  year  one  talk  on  Librarianship  was  given 
at  the  High  School. 

Miss  Durand  last  year  conducted  a successful  story 
hour.  This  year  notices  o>f  the  story  hour  were  sent  to 
principals  of  all  the  schools,  and  the  response  was  at 
first  overwhelming,  between  100  and  130  children  attend- 
ing the  first  session.  The  average  attendance  now,  how- 
ever, is  between  40  and  50. 

Lists  of  special  interest  to  teachers  have  been  mimeo- 
graphed and  sent  to  them. 

Conclusion. 

The  work  at  the  library  for  the  year  has  gone  on  much 
the  same  as  usual,  showing,  however,  a gain  in  circula- 
tion, a much  greater  demand  for  reference  material,  both

in  quantity  and  in  scope,  and  showing  also  what  possi- 
bilities the  library  has  for  the  future. 

There  are  certain  groups  of  books  to  which  we  cer- 
tainly mean  to  add  every  year,  if  only  a few  volumes  at 
a time,  such  as  the  French  and  the  German  collections; 
possibly  we  shall  also  be  able  to  add  some  Swedish 
books,  for  which  there  is  a steady  demand ; the  music 
scores,  which  have  been  found  most  useful ; the  tech- 
nical books,  of  which  we  are  in  continual  need ; the 
stereographs,  for  which  we  find  use  here  and  in  the 
schools.  In  addition,  the  library  has  long  needed  a col- 
lection of  mounted  pictures  to  use  in  the  school  work 
and  to  lend  to  designers. 

This  year  has  given  an  impetus  to  the  development 
and  to  the  extension  of  the  library  in  many  directions ; 
it  has,  without  a doubt,  proved  that  there  are  still  many 
avenues  open  to  the  continued  purposeful  effort  of  the 
library.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Sewerage 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleboro: 

The  Committee  on  Sewerage,  acting  under  authority 
given  it  by  the  Town  at  a special  meeting  held  April  29, 
1910,  immediately  entered  upon  the  construction  of  a 
system  of  sewerage,  in  accordance  with  the  plans  sub- 
mitted in  its  earlier  report.  July  6th,  proposals  from 
contractors  were  opened  in  public,  and  various  contracts 
awarded.  Details  of  this  procedure  are  given  in  the  En- 
gineer’s repor-t  appended.  After  necessary  bonds  had 
been  furnished  and  approved,  work  on  the  field  and  the 
laying  of  the  main  trunk  line  were  begun,  and  this  work 
has  continued  as  long  as  the  weather  permitted. 

It  is  perhaps  needless  to  say  that  the  Committee  has 
kept  in  close  touch,  with  the  work.  Almost  daily  visits 
have  been  made  by  individual  members,  and  the  commit- 
tee as  a whole  has  made  frequent  inspections.  Too  much 
praise  cannot  be  given  Mr.  Van  Valkenburgh,  the  en- 
gineer, for  the  care'ful  manner  in  which  his  plans  were 
designed  and  his  faithfulness  in  seeing  them  executed. 
The  work  has  been  done  in  a most  thorough  and  sub- 
stantial manner,  and  the  Town,  for  years  to  come,  will 
appreciate  its  'permanence  and  durability. 

The  attention  of  the  voters  is  called  to  the  report  of 
the  engineer,  sub-appended  to  this,  also  to  the  financial 
statement  of  the  committee,  which  shows  the  receipts 
and  expenses  of  the  sewerage  system  from  its  inception, 
to  date. 

The  contracts  awarded  included  the  complete  prepara- 
tion of  the  filtration  area  and  the  construction  of  the 
main  trunk  line  nearly  to  Thacher  st. 

It  is  the  plan  of  the  committee,  early  in  the  year,  to 
begin  the  construction  of  the  two  smaller  trunk  lines. 
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one  following  the  course  of  Thacher  Brook  to  Forest 
street,  or  beyond,  and  the  other  extending  along  the 
westerly  side  of  Ten  Mile  River  as  far  as  Mechanics 
street,  or  beyond.  It  is  believed  that  this  will  comprise 
the  work  for  the  year  1911. 

In  order  that  this  work  may  be  carried  through,  it  will 
be  necessary  for  the  town  to  issue  the  remaining  $100,000 
of  bonds,  authorized  by  the  enabling  act  cd  1909,  also  to 
procure  authority  from  the  legislature  for  the  town  to 
issue  additional  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $200,000  for 
the  completion  of  the  work. 

The  enabling  act  stipulates  that  the  construction  of 
this  great  work  may  be  under  the  care  of  a committee 
whose  term  of  service  must  expire  at  the  “annual  meet- 
ing next  but  one  after  the  commencement  o'f  construc- 
tion. This  would  limit  its  period  of  charge  to  March, 
1912.  The  committee  has  gained  much  information  as 
the  result  of  its  labors ; it  has  a great  pride  in  seeing  the 
work  completed,  and  as  it  serves  gratuitously,  should 
the  voters  desire,  the  committee  will  continue  to  serve 
during  the  year  1912,  when  the  principal  portion  of  the 
system  will  be  completed. 

Articles  designed  to  carry  out  the  recommendations 
of  this  committee  will  be  inserted  in  the  warrant  for  the 
annual  meeting.

REPORT  OF  SEWER  ENGINEER 

To  Charles  S.  Holden,  M.  D.,  Chairman.  Stephen  A. 
Briggs,  Alfred  R.  Crosby,  Samuel  M.  Holman, 
Everett  S.  Horton,  William  J.  Luther,  Janies  W. 
Orr,  George  A.  Sweeney,  George  M.  Worrall,  Clerk, 
Committee  on  Sewerage,  Attleborough,  Mass. 

Dear  Sirs : My  report  and  general  plans  for  the  per- 

manent disposition  of  the  sewage  of  Attleborough,  which 
were  submitted  to  you  the  latter  part  of  March,  1910, 
bearing  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  hav- 
ing received  your  favorable  consideration  and  later  their 
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unanimous  adoption  by  the  Town,  you  instructed  me  to 
proceed  at  once  with  the  preparation  of  ^precifications 
and  detail  plans  to  cover  the  several  kinds  of  work  it  was 
advisable  to  undertake  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  following  will  therefore,  consist  of  some  facts  re- 
garding the  awarding  of  contracts,  details  of  construc- 
tion and  progress  of  the  work  up  to  date. 

The  work  contemplated  consisted  of  building  areas  at 
the  filtration  field  and  extending  the  30-inch  trunk  sewer 
from  the  field  to  a point  near  Thacher  street,  a distance 
of  about  17,500  feet. 

It  was  considered  best  to  build  the  filters  under  one 
contract  and  the  trunk  sewer  under  two  contracts,  the 
first  section  to  extend  from  the  field  to  Tiffany  street 
and  the  second  section  from  Tiffany  street  to  Thacher 
street. 

Accordingly  specifications  were  prepared  for  the  fol- 
lowing amounts  of  work,  which,  on  the  23rd  of  June, 
were  duly  advertized  in  the  Boston  Herald  and  the  En- 
gineering News  of  New  York  as  follows: 

Attleborough,  Massachusetts,  June  23,  1910. 

Sealed  proposals  will  be  received  at  the  office  of  the 
Committee  on  Sewerage,  Attleborough,  Massachusetts, 
until  3:00  P.  M.  of  Wednesday,  July  6,  1910,  addressed 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Sewerage  Committee,  for  each  of 
the  following  contracts  for  the  construction  of  a trunk 
sewer  and  filtration  area. 

Contract  A. 

The  construction  of  16  acres  of  filtration  areas. 

Laying  23,000  lineal  'feet  of  3,  6,  8,  10  and  12  inch  un- 
derdrains. 

Laying  10,800  lineal  feet  of  6,  8,  10,  15,  20  and  24  inch 
distribution. 

Laying  250  cubic  yards  of  concrete. 
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Building  ?6  brick  manholes. 

Excavating  75,000  cubic  yards  of  earth. 

Contract  B. 

The  construction  of  11,150  lineal  feet  of  30  inch  con- 
crete sewer. 

Laying  24  lineal  feet  of  30  inch  cast  iron  pipe. 

Laying  216  lineal  feet  o'f  20  inch  cast  iron  pipe. 
Building  45  brick  manholes. 

Contract  C. 

The  construction  of  3,600  lineal  feet  of  30  inch  con- 
crete sewer. 

Laying  2,460  lineal  feet  of  30  inch  cast  iron  pipe. 
Building  23  brick  manholes. 

Contract  D. 

Furnishing  32,800  lineal  feet  of  3,  6,  8,  10,  12,  15,  20 
and  24  inch  Ohio  vitrified  pipe  and  specials. 

Contract  E. 

Furnishing  2,484  lineal  feet  of  light  weight  30  inch 
cast  iron  pipe. 

216  lineal  feet  of  20  inch  light  weight  cast  iron  pipe. 

936  lineal  feet,  of  8 inch  light  weight  cast  iron  pipe. 

384  lineal  feet  of  6 inch  light  weight  cast  iron  pipe. 

258  pieces  of  special  castings. 

Contract  F. 

Furnishing  85  manhole  covers. 

Contract  G. 

Furnishing  198  light  weight  water  gates,  6,  8 and  16 
inch. 
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19  light  weight  screw  gates,  15,  20  and  24  inch. 

The  above  were  the  approximate  quantities  required. 

Proposals  for  A,  B,  C and  D were  accompanied  by 
certified  checks  for  $1,000,  $1,500,  $1,000  and  $200,  re- 
spectively. 

The  deposits  of  unsuccessful  bidders  were  returned  as 
soon  as  the  contracts  were  signed. 

On  the  6th  day  of  July,  when  the  bids  were  opened, 
it  was  'found  that  for  “Contract  A,”  the  preparation  of 
the  filtration  areas,  nine  bids  had  been  received,  ranging 
from  $36,792.52  to  $65,501.76.  The  contract  was  awarded 
to  R.  H.  Newell  of  Uxbridge,  Mass.,  he  being  the  lowest 
bidder. 

“Contract  B”  received  four  bids.  The  lowest  was 
$58,876.00,  the  highest  $98,562.00.  Messrs.  Bruno  & 
Petitti  of  Boston  being  the  lowest  bidders,  to  them  was 
awarded  the  contract. 

“Contract  C”  received  three  bids,  the  lowest  was 
$33,489.00,  the  highest  $47,373.20.  This  was  also 
awarded  to  Messrs.  Bruno  & Petitti,  they  being  the  low- 
est bidders. 

“Contract  D,”  for  furnishing  vitrified  pipe,  received 
eight  bids.  One  of  the  bids  did  not  comply  with  the 
specifications  and  was  not  considered.  The  highest  bid 
was  $5,361.11;  the  lowest,  $4,295.40,  was  offered  by 
Brownell  Hardware  Co.  of  Attleborough  and  to  it  was 
awarded  the  contract. 

“Contract  E,”  for  iron  pipe  and  special  castings,  re- 
ceived seven  bids.  The  highest  $12,530.47;  the  lowest 
bid,  $10,714.46,  was  received  from  Charles  Miller  & Son, 
Utica,  N.  Y.,  and  they  were  awarded  the  contract. 

“Contract  F”  received  eight  bids,  for  'furnishings  man- 
hole collars  and  covers.  The  highest  was  $872.00;  the 
lowest,  $589.75,  was  from  the  Concord  Foundry  & 
Machine  Co.,  Concord,  N.  H.,  and  it  was  given  the  con- 
tract. 

“Contract  G,”  for  furnishing  gates  and  boxes,  received 
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five  bids.  The  highest  $6,017.86;  the  lowest,  $4,093.50, 
was  from  the  Ludlow  Valve  Mfg.  Co.  of  Troy,  New 
York,  and  it  received  the  contract. 

The  contractors  on  the  filtration  field  commenced 
work  within  a week  after  signing  the  contract  and  con- 
tinued operations  up  to  the  7th  of  December,  when  snow 
put  an  end  to  the  word  for  the  season. 

There  are  26  filtration  areas  to  be  built,  each  area 
about  138x200  feet,  exclusive  of  embankments.  The 
contractor  has  nearly  finished  24  of  them.  The  under- 
drains  have  been  laid  in  all  of  the  areas  excepting  two 
and  distribution  pipe  has  been  laid  in  five  out  of  nine 
embankments.  The  embankments,  when  completed, 
will  be  covered  with  six  inches  of  loam  and  be  seeded. 

As  stated  in  my  report,  these  filters,  when  completed, 
will  be  stripped  of  all  loam  down  to  sand  and  gravel  and 
thoroughly  underdrained.  Each  area  will  have  four 
lines  of  three-inch  bell  and  spigot  pipe  laid  dry,  the  joints 
first  wrapped  with  cheese  cloth  and  covered  to  a depth 
of  four  inches  with  gravel  of  not  greater  size  than  iV2 
inches ; over  this  is  spread  pea  gravel  free  from  dirt  to  a 
depth  of  not  less  than  three  inches  and  followed  directly 
with  the  best  of  material  encountered  in  excavating  the 
trench  when  finished.  The  surface  of  the  filter  will  be 
level. 

Our  opinion  of  the  good  qualities  of  the  material  com- 
prising the  filtration  field  as  was  expressed  to  the  Town 
last  spring,  was  well  sustained  by  the  facts  disclosed 
during  the  laying  of  the  underdrains  and  construction  of 
the  filters.  It  would  certainly  be  impossible  to  find  any- 
where material  better  adapted  for  the  purposes  of  sew- 
age purification  than  that  possessed  by  this  field.  It 
must  certainly  be  a source  of  considerable  gratification 
to  the'  Town  to  know  that  this  filtration  field  so  admir- 
ably located  and  well  qualified  to  care  for  its  sewage, 
can  be  reached  by  a gravity  system  of  sewers. 
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The  contractor  will  require  about  five  weeks  in  which 
to  complete  the  work  o>f  the  field. 

The  contractors  on  the  trunk  sewer  line,  Contracts  B 
and  C commenced  their  work  directly  after  signing  the 
contracts,  and  up-to-date  have  built  8,458  lineal  feet  of 
30  inch  concrete  sewer  and  have  laid  662  lineal  feet  of 
30  inch  cast-iron  pipe. 

This  amount  covers  the  following  sections  of  the  line: 

The  distance  from  the  filtration  field  to  a point  in 
what  was  formerly  Knight  avenue  on  the  northerly  side 
of  the  railroad  in  Hebronville  is  4,539  feet.  All  this  has 
been  built  excepting  1,143  feet  along  the  railroad  where 
the  sewer  is  yet  to  be  built  in  embankment  and  eleva- 
tion. The  railroad  crossing  in  Hebronville  has  not  yet 
been  effected. 

Beginning  again  in  Knight  avenue  in  front  of  the 
office  of  the  Hebron  Mills  the  sewer  has  been  built 
through  said  avenue  to  South  Main  street,  a distance  of 
2,190  feet  and  through  said  street  a distance  of  1,010  feet 
to  the  beginning  of  the  new  location  of  South  Main 
street,  and  in  this  new  location  about  700  feet,  making  a 
total  distance  in  the  avenue  and  street  of  3,900  feet. 

The  sewer  has  also  been  laid  in  Tiffany  street  from 
South  Main  street  westerly  440  feet  to  an  angle,  when 
it  turns  northerly  and  for  a short  distance  extends 
through  a private  street.  The  total  length  of  the  sewer 
built  in  this  section  is  740  feet. 

There  is  also  a section  of  concrete  sewer  722  feet  long 
constructed  westerly  of  Dodgeville  Mills  and  362  feet 
of  30  inch  iron  pipe,  all  this  up  to  date.  Iron  pipe  was 
used  in  crossing  the  railroad  at  Dodgeville  near  the  wes- 
terly end  of  the  mill  dam  and  is  now  being  continued 
along  the  pond  towards  Thacher  street.  All  concrete 
work  on  the  sewers  and  at  the  filtration  field  was  sus- 
pended during  the  first  week  in  December. 

At  the  rate  the  contractors  are  now  progressing,  it 
will  require  until  about  the  1st  of  April  to  lay  the  re- 
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mainder  of  the  iron  pipe  under  their  present  contract. 
They  will  then  have  about  6,600  feet  of  concrete  sewer 
to  construct  to  complete  the  trunk  line  sewer  from  near 
Thacher  street  to  the  filtration  field. 

Both  contractors  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  prac- 
tically all  of  the  sand  and  gravel  required  for  the  sewers 
and  other  concrete  work  either  in  the  trench  or  in  pits 
near  where  operations  were  going  on.  All  concrete  on 
the  work  excepting  for  the  elevated  sewer,  was  prepared 
by  thoroughly  mixing  together  Portland  cement,  clean, 
sharp  sand  and  clean  screened  gravel  ranging  in  size 
from  1-4  to  2 inches  in  diameter,  in  the  following  pro- 
portions: 1 part  by  measure  of  cement,  2 1-2  parts  by 

measure  of  sand  and  4 1-2  parts  by  measure  of  gravel. 

For  the  elevated  sewer  at  Hebronville,  the  mixture 
was  in.  the  proportion  of  1 part  Portland  cement,  2 parts 
sand  and  4 parts  of  gravel  of  not  greater  diameter  than 
1 inch. 

All  cast  iron  pipe  have  leaded  joints  as  carefully  and 
thoroughly  prepared  and  driven  as  if  to  withstand  water 
pressure.  If  any  one  is  interested  to  see  how  rapidly 
water  will  flow  through  a 30  inch  sewer  where  laid  at  a 
grade  of  1 foot  fall  in  1,200  feet,  an  excellent  opportunity 
is  afforded  by  paying  a visit  to  the  work  going  on  at 
Dodgeville. 

On  the  line  of  the  concrete  sewer  6 inch  slants  or 
inlets  have  been  left  opposite  every  house  at  a point 
most  convenient  for  the  owner  to  connect  his  house  with 
the  sewer.  Inlets  for  possible  connections  have  also 
been  left  on  each  side  of  the  sewer  about  60  feet  apart. 
Wherever  the  land  adjacent  to  the  street  has  been  laid 
out  in  house  lots,  a branch  has  been  left  to  accommodate 
each  lot. 

Manholes  4 feet  in  diameter  at  the  sewer  and  2 feet  in 
diameter  at  the  surface  have  been  built  at  each  street 
intersection ; at  distances  not  exceeding  300  feet  on 
straight  lines  and  at  all  changes  in  the  direction  of  the 
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sewer.  Wherever  the  direction  of  the  sewer  is  abruptly 
made,  an  extra  half  inch  of  grade  is  given  in  the  man- 
hole in  which  the  change  takes  place. 

The  amount  of  work  done  up  to  date  on  the 
trunk  line  sewer  as  per  the  detailed  esti- 


mate made  and  submitted  is $43,388.80 

Deduct  15%  6,508.32 


Amount  paid  contractors $36,880.48 

The  amount  of  work  done  up  to  date  on  the 
filtration  field  as  per  detailed  estihiate 

made  and  submitted  is $32,929.12 

Deduct  15%  4,939-37 


Amount  paid  contractor $27,989.75 


The  work  during  the  season  has  been  well  inspected. 
Eight  engineers  and  inspectors  have  been  continuously 
employed,  and  for  several  weeks  three  additional  engi- 
neers have  been  engaged  in  making  surveys  and  plans 
for  rights  o'f  ways  across  private  property  and  changes 
of  street  locations.  My  own  visits  to  Attleborough 
average  five  per  week. 

In  conclusion  I would  inform  you  that  the  contractors 
both  on  the  filtration  field  and  on  the  trunk  sewer  have 
carried  on  their  work  well  and  faithfully  in  strict  compli- 
ance with  their  specifications  and  always  in  the  best  of 
spirit.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500  to  be  expended  on  Finberg  Playground 
at  the  corner  of  Bishop  and  Park  streets,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  62.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $50  for  the  use  of  Maj.  H.  A.  Clark  Camp, 
Spanish  War  Veterans,  to  be  devoted  to  the  decoration 
of  graves  of  soldiers  and  sailors  who  served  in  the  United 
States  Army  and  Navy  during  the  war  with  Spain,  or  do 
anything  in  relation  thereto,  agreeable  to  a petition. 

Art.  63.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  its 
Committee  on  Sewerage  to  apply  to  the  General  Court 
for  an  amendment  of  Section  17  of  Chapter  158  off  the 
Acts  of  1909,  so  as  to  authorize  the  Town  to  carry  on  the 
construction  of  its  system  of  sewerage  by  its  committee 
for  the  period  of  one  year  beyond  the  limitation  con- 
tained in  said  section. 
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Art.  64.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  its 
Committee  on  Sewerage  to  take  any  action  to  procure 
authority  for  the  Town  to  incur  an  additional  indebted- 
ness 'for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Chapter  157  of  the  Acts 
of  the  General  Court  of  1909  and  beyond  the  limitations 
set  forth  in  said  Act,  or  do  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

Art.  65.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  issue  addi- 
tional bonds  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $100,000,  under 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  157  of  the  Acts  of  the  General 
Court  of  the  year  1909  and  for  the  purposes  therein 
stated,  to  be  denominated  “Attleborough  Sewerage  Loan, 
Act  of  1909,”  and  to  determine  the  dating,  denomination 
and  other  particulars  of  said  bonds. 

Art.  66.  To  see  what  sum  the  Town  will  appropriate 
for  the  observance  of  Fourth  of  July. 

The  polls  for  the  election  of  officers  will  be  open  at  6 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  may  be  closed  at  4 o’clock  in 
the  afternoon,  and  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant 
by  posting  attested  copies  in  at  least  five  public  places  in 
each  precinct  of  said  Town,  at  least  seven  days  before 
the  time  of  said  meeting. 

Hereof  'fail  not  and  make  due  return  of  this  warrant 
with  your  doings  thereon  to  the  Town  Clerk  at  or  before 
the  time  of  said  meeting.  Both  of  said  days  will  consti- 
tute the  annual  Town  meeting,  and  this  call  is  issued  in 
accordance  with  a vote  of  the  Town  passed  October  29, 
1909.
